(  VANCOUVER,  B.C.,  Jan.  12.— Some  seven  •hundred  and  fifty 
people  crowded  around  the  waiting  room  at  the  C.P.R.  depot  to  wel- 
come home  Private  R.  M.  O'Rourke,  V.C.,  the  first  man  to  have  won 
this  coveted  honor  to  arrive  in  Vancouver.

Here  he 
watched  his  opportunity,  and  as  he 
was  a  hard  worker  and  showed  a 
dtsposltlon  to  do  ererythlng  he  was 
told,  their  vigilance  was  not  very 
strict,  whloh  was  Just  what  he  was 
waiting  for,  and  on  the  morning  of 
April  1,  when  he  was  sent  out  to  his 
acoustomod  duties,  he  made  a  bolt 
and  succeeded  In  making  a  safe  hid- 
ing place  until  nightfall.  He  tra- 
velled all  night  and  got  probably  flf- 
teen  ml  lea  toward  his  goal  before  the 
next  night.  Profiting  by  the  expert- 
enoa  of  others,  he  was  very  careful, 
travelling  only  at  night  and  hiding 
•way  by  day.  subsiaUng  as  best  he 
could  by  raiding  the  garden  patchea 
of  the  countryside.  He  avoided  all 
Mttlements.  and  kept  on  a  dead  line. 
M  nearly  as  he  could,  in  the  general

ITALIAN  HEADQUARTBR8  IN 
NORTHERN  ITALY.  Jan.  II.— (By  tb« 
Associated  Press.) — Aerial  warfare  on 
an  extensive  ^cale  is  developing,  now 
that  opcrattena  alone  the  Plave  River 
and  on  the  mountain  front  have  t>ecome 
Inactive  owlni  to  the  wintry  conditions. 
Bcctnninc  with  a  series  of  nlxht  ralda 
durlBs  the  moonlicht  over  Padua  and 
other  undefended  Italian  cities,  the 
enemy  now  is  beoomtnc  bolder,  end 
dally  appears  In  l>road  daylight  ever 
the  small  Htles  soath  of  the  front 
Three  raiders  approached  a  city  yester- 
day and  the  crowds  la  the  streets  saw 
a  spectscular  battle  In  the  sky.  The 
Oermaas  flew  at  an  altitude  of  IS.tM 
feet,  where  thf>  temperature  was  about 
30  decrees  below  sero.  FYom  the  croontf 
(be  airplanes  looked  like  tiajr  wlilta 
specks  In  tke  brtsfet  amll«ht.  Shrap- 
nel from  the  city's  air  defeaaao  burst 
all  arevnd  then. 

A  crv«t  cheer  went  up  ttom  Um 
crowds  as  a  fleet  of  Italian  capronto 
mads  strmlght  for  tta«  ratdcra.     n* 


OermaDs  adopted  the  ruse  of  dropping, 
and  the  sightseers  became  tumultuous 
in  their  shouts  because  the^  thought 
the  enemy  machines  were  being 
driven  down  by  the  Italian  airmen. 
But  the  raiders  regained  stability  and 
succeeded  In  planing  away  unti  itwo 
of  them  were  brought  down  by  Italian 
airmen.  Both  of  the  raiders  were 
captured  and  proved  to  be  Qennans, 
as  had  been  expected. 

As  they  alighted,  the  enemy  aviators 
sprang  from  their  machines  and  set 
them  aflre  before  their  captors  could 
interfere.  A  third  raider  was  taken  at 
alwut  the  same  time  by  a  British 
chaser  on  the  upper  Plavc  River.  No 
one  was  killed  by  raiders,  but  a  frag- 
ment of  falling  shrapnel  wounded  a 
t>oy  who  had  been  standing  in  the 
street 

These  daylight  raids  after  the  recent 
series  of  destructive  and  deadly  night 
raids  over  Padua,  Oastelfranco.  VI- 
cenxa.  Meet  re  and  Monte  Belluna.  lead 
to  the  ImprcKston  that  the  enemy  has 
embarked  on  an  extensive  air  raid 
policy  somewhat  similar  to  the  sub- 
marine campaign.  The  air  attacks 
are  directed  chiefly  against  civilians. 
Instead  of  the  military,  apparently 
with  the  purpose  •  of  terrorising  the 
civilian  population. 

The  enemy's  avoidance  of  fighting 
In  the  open  with  the  Italians  and  their 
Allies  makes  it  evident  that  the  In- 
vaders are  less  interfsted  In  obtaining 
mastery  In  the  air  on  the  military 
front  than  In  apraading  fear  among 
tha  Inhabitants  of  the  towns  ftnd  th« 
paaaantry  far  behind  the  front  Among 
the  many  raecnt  raids  only  one  has 
baen  made  against  a  mllltanr  objec- 
tive. This  waa  against  sn  aerial  camp 
of  the  Italians  snd  the  British  near 
Trevlao,  and  was  so  heavily  repulsed 
—eleven  enemy  machinea  being  dc- 
atroyad— that  all  Utar  raids  hava  been

AMSTERDAM,  Jam  12.— The  German 
newspapers  have  be^un  violently  to 
quarrel  among  themselves  regarding 
their  respective  views  of  President 
Wilson's   recent  address   to   Congress. 

The  Taegllsche  Rundschau,  of  Berlin, 
for  instance,  under  the  caption.  "The 
Pied-Piper  of  Washincton."  attacks  the 
comment  of  the  Socialist  newspai>er 
Vorwaerts.  which  It  plllorieB  as  despic- 
able and  backbonelesa :  while  the  Rheln- 
Ische  Westfalische  Zeltung.  under  the 
heading,  "Wilson's  Last  Hope."  turns 
flercely  on  The  Berliner  Tageblatt  The 
Ohemnlts  Volks  Zeitung  and  others 
which  it  accuses  of  having  conflfmed 
President  Wilson  In  the  belief  that 
Germany  apme  day  will  "oblige  the 
Entente  by  surrendering  the  fruits  of 
victory." 

The  greater  part  of  the  Berilin  newi. 
papers  that  have  reached  here,  such  as 
The  Tageblatt,  The  Vosslsche  Zeltung, 
The  Lokal  Anxelger,  The  Tages  Zeltung, 
The  Tagllsche  Rundschau,  and  Vor- 
waerts, and  also  the  leading  provincial 
newspapers  of  the  type  of  The  Frank- 
furter Zeitung,  print  the  President'  ad- 
dreiia   fully. 

The  Catholic  organ  Ocrmanla  prints 
a  summary  of  the  address  with  especial 
attention  to  the  parts  affecting  the  Rus- 
sian situation,  captioning  the  article 
"WilBOTi  on  Brest  Litovsk."  and  so  far 
has  added  only  the  first  four  of  the 
fourteen    points. 

Several  of  tie  newspapers  did  not 
receive  the  whole  text  In  time  for  their 
Wednesday  evening  editions,  so  that  the 
publication  waa  split  into  two  partii, 
one  appearing  Wednesday  evening  and 
the  other  Thursday  morning. 


PRESIDENTS  SPEECH 

IMPRESSES  BRAZIL 

RIO  JANIERO.  jran.  1 S.— President 
"Wilson's  addreaa  to  Congress  has  made 
a  profound  Impression  in  official  circles 
and   en   the  public. 

The  Journal  do  Commercio  says  it  is 
a  clear  exposition  of  the  high  motives 
Which  Inspire  those  who  are  flghtlns 
Oermany. 

O  Ptalx  compares  the  addresn  with  the 
Ten  Conmandmenta.  it  says  it  would 
be  for  the  good  of  the  world  If  ft 
could  be  distributed  widely  in  Germany, 
and  that  it  would  do'  more  to  bHag 
peace  than  all  the  money,  guns,  sol- 
diers and  ships  with  which  the  Tnlted 
States  Is  aiding  the  Allies. 


AMSTERDAM,  Jan.  12.— Leon  Trotsky, 
the  Bolshevlkl  Foreign  Minister,  at  the 
conference  at  Brest  Lltovsk  yesterday, 
said  that  in  order  not  to  leave  any 
poBsibiyty  in  the  flght  for  peace  un- 
utilised, the  Russian  delegation  accepted 
the  demand  that  the  negotiations  be 
continued  at  Breat  Lltovsk. 

The  chairman  of  the  Russian  delega- 
tion said  that  in  full  accord  with  their 
former  resolution,  the  Russians  desired 
to  continue  tds  peace  nsgotlatioiuk 
quite  apart  from  the  fact  whetbar  tha 

Trotiky  said  he  had  noted  the  state- 
ment of  the  Central  Powers  that  the 
basis  of  a  general  peace  was  formulated 
In  their  declaration  of  December  36  was 
null  and  void,  and  added:  "We  adhere 
to  the  principles  of  democratic  peace 
as  proclaimed  by  us." 

The  delegates  of  Russia,  Oermany  and 
Austria-Hungary  agree  to  form  a  com- 
mittee to  discuss  political  and  ter- 
ritorial questions,  and  a  second  com- 
mittee of  experts  for  prellminsry 
dlneuaelon  of  economic  and  legal  ques- 
tions. The  former  committee  held  a 
meeting.  M.  Bolubowytch,  Ukrainian 
delegate,  in  elalwratlng  the  Ukrainian 
peace  policy,  said  that  any  annexations 
or  the  surrendering  of  territory  without 
the  consent  of  the  peoples  Involved  was 
Inadmissible,  as  likewise  were  war  in> 
demnities.  Material  assistance  should 
be  extended  to  small  states  which  had 
suffered  from  the  devastation  of  war. 
Inasmuch  as  the  Russian  council  of 
people's  commissionera  did  not  repre- 
sent Ukrainians,  he  said  any  peace 
which  might  be  negotiated  would  l>e 
binding  for  Ukraine  only  If  accepted  by 
it.  The  same  principle,  he  added,  ap- 
plied to  the  other  Russian   republics. 

Dr.  von  Kuehlnuusn  proposed  that  the 
Ukrainian  note  be  placed  on  the  records 
of  the  conference  aa  "an  Important  his- 
torical document"  He  added  that  the 
Allies  (Teutonic)  welcomed  the  Ukrain- 
ian representatives,  but  reserved  their 
attitude   toward   their  propossla. 

As  the  negotiations  heretofore  had 
been  carried  on  with  representatives 
tfom  Petrograd  regarding  the  affairs  of 
the  entire  Russian  territory,  be  said 
that  he  would  have  to  ask  the  president 
of  the  Petrograd  delegation  whether  its 
delegation  intended  In  the  future  to 
represent  the  affairs  of  all  Russia.

Trotsky  replied  that  he  considered  the 
question  »»  settled,  because  the  Ukrain- 
Ian  delegation  acted  as  an  Independent 
body  which  had  been  recognized  by  bla 
delegation.

CHIPAOO,  Jan.  12.— From  the  Rocky 
Mountains  to  the  Alleghanlea.  and 
from  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  to  Hudson's 
Bay  the  most  terrible  storm  In  mor« 
than  flfty  years  today  paralysed 
transportation  and  cut  off  enttfe 
cities  and  states  from  all  communlc«« 
tion  with   the  outside  world.

This, 
Mr.  Collier  contends,  is  Puily  answered 
by  the  statement  that  Mrs.  Collier  had 
been  dolnx  that  very  work,  and  doincr 
It   well. 

"Mr.  Collier  is  indignant  at  the 
shabby  treatment  which  he  says  has 
been  meted  out  to  himself  and  hta  wife. 
"  'Mrs.  Collier  and  myself.'  he  eayn, 
•bore  the  brunt  of  all  the  work  of  or- 
sanisation  and  whipped  the  institution 
I  Into  its  present  good  shape.  Mrs.  Col- 
lier put  In  her  whole  time  there,  day 
and  night;  cared  for  the  girls,  taught 
them  how  to  do  their  work,  and  waa 
irenerally  responsible  for  their  care  In 
instruction.  And  we  were  shoved  Into 
the  street  In  the  middle  of  Winter,  with 
only  two  weekH'  notice,  and  without  a 
single  complaint  ever  having  h«'en 
lodged  against  us.  I  was  entitled  to 
at  least  a  month's  notice  anyhow.' 

'■rontlnuing,  Mr.  Collier  nald  that  ho 
had  taken  charge  of  tly  Institution  In 
February,  1910.  His  appointment  had 
not  been  a  political  one,  and  he  had 
never  interested  himself  In  politics 
since  his  appointment.  The  institution 
had  been  managed  In  a  most  econom- 
ical way.  Last  year  they  had  Uken 
care  of  as  many  as  36  girls,  and  the 
total  cost  of  maintenance,  not  counting 
salaries,  of  course,  had  not  exceeded 
te.OOO.  He  doubted  if  that  record  would 
ever  be  equalled  by  anyone  else.  His 
wife  had  raised  a  family  of  her  own. 
and  was  In  every  way  ntted  to  take 
charge  of  the  girls  in  such  an  Institu- 
tion.

OTTAWA,  Jan.  12.— Baron  Ito  and 
Dr.  Hisbida,  members  of  a  special 
Japanese  finance  mission  to  the  Uni- 
ted States,  met  members  of  the 
Dominion  Government  at  a  dinner 
given  In  their  honor  by  Tasutaro 
Numao,  Japanese  consul-general  for 
Canada,  at  the  Chateau  Laurler  last 
night.      Among   the   guests    were: 

Hir  Thomas  White,  Minister  of 
Finance;  Sir  Charles  KItzpatrlck. 
Chief  Justic  of  the  Supreme  Court; 
Hon.  F.  B.  Carvell,  Minister  of  Public 
Works;  Hon.  J.  A.  Calder.

"I  nrmlv  bnlteve."  he  said, 
"that  when  the  history  of  the  war  is 
written,  posterity  will  turn  to  the 
British  Empire  and  hall  her  as  the 
savior  of  the  human  race." 

Speaking  of  the  part  Canada  had 
played  in  the  war.  the  Baron  said  that 
"one  of  the  most  notable  things  in 
connection  with  the  war  had  been  the 
manner  In  which  the  spirit  of  Can- 
ada has  risen  to  help  the  Mother 
Country."

Captain  Whistler  killed  himself.  (Jr. 
ing  two  shots  from  a  regulation  army 
servtee  rifle  into  his  head.  The  sui- 
cide followed  a  genenal  order  flrom 
headquarters  Instructing  all  captains 
at  the  cantonment  to  report  ai^d  have 
their  linger  prints  taken. 
A  note  left  by  the  ofllcer  said: 
"I  have  been  thinking  of  committing 
suicide  for  a  long  time,  but  I  never 
had  a  good  reason.  Yesterday  I 
went  out  and  mads  myself  a  reason." 
The  room  in  which  Captain  Whist- 
ler's body  was  found  was  smeared 
with  blood  spots.  Two  blood-soaked 
towels  were  found  In  the  room,  and 
the  table  was  spotted  with  gore. 

Captain  Whistler  borrowed  two  hat- 
chets  from  a  supply  company  yester- 
day, according  to  officials,  and  bor- 
rowed two  more  today.  Army  offi- 
clala  tonight  declined  to  say  whether 
any  of  the  money  which  the  robber  is 
supposed  to  hav^  obtained  was  found 
In  Capt.  Whistler's  room. 

The  suicide  Ot  Capt.  Whistler  was 
the  climax  of  a  day  of  investigation 
by  the  army  authorities,  who  were 
conndent  aa  the  day  progressed  that 
the  murderer  had  not  left  the  reserva- 
tion. Their  most  denmte  Information 
was  furnished  by  Kearney  Wornall, 
of  Kansas  City,  the  nfth  man  atUcked 
by  the  robber,  and  whose  condition 
tonight  was  said  to  be  serious. 

Woman,  the  cashier  of  the  bank, 
recovered  consciousness  for  a  short 
time  this  forenoon.  According  to 
Wornall,  an  Insistent  knock  at  the 
door  of  the  bank  building  about  8:30 
o'clock  last  night  caused  them  to  ad- 
mit a  man  who  immediately  covered 
them  with  a  revolver.  He  then  com- 
manded Woman  to  tie  the  hands  of 
the  others.  Womall  says,  after  which 
he    tied    Wornall's    hands. 

Wornall  does  not  say  he  recognized 
the  robber  and  the  description  of  tho 
robber's  next  action  is  rather  indefl- 
nite.  He  said  he  thought  the  robber 
realized  he  was  recognized  by  some  of 
his  victims  and  that  he  decided  to  kill 
them.  I

LONDON,  Jan.  12.— The  British  de- 
stroyer Racoon  struck  a  rock  off  the 
Irish  coast  on  Wednesday  and  fqun- 
dered,  it  is  announced  offldally.  AH 
thoae  on  board  the  Racoon  when  the 
vessel   struck   were   lost. 

The  text  of  the  sUtement  follows: 

"H.M.S.  Racoon,  Lieut.  George  Na- 
pier, struck  on  the  rocks  off  the 
northeast  coast  of  Ireland,  and  subse- 
quently foundered  with  all  handf. 

"Nine  of  the  crew  had  been  left  be> 
hind  at  the  last  port  of  call,  and  these 
are  the  only  survivors.  Seventeen 
bodies  have  been  picked  up  by  patrol 
craft  and  are  being  burled  at  Rathmul- 
len.  rive  more  bodies  were  washed 
ashore,  and  they  are  being  burled 
locally." 

The  Racoon  was  built  In  1910.  She 
Was  S<«  feet  lonjf  and  displaced  »15 
tons.  She  was  armed  with  one  four- 
Inch  gun  and  three  three-Inch  guns  and 
two  torpedo  tubes.  Her  normal  com- 
plement was  106  men. 


Wage  Dispute  8«ttled 

CHICAGO.  Jan.  12. — Settlement  of 
the  first  wage  dispute  since  the  Gov- 
ernment took  over  the  direction  of 
the  nation's  railways  was  announced 
today  by  G.  W.  Hangar,  of  the  United 
States  board  of  mediation  and  concil- 
iation, who  has  been  acting  as  medi> 
ator  in  the  differences  between  tho 
Chicago  A  Alton  and  its  telegraphers. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  agreement 
the  telegraphers  will  receive  payment 
for  Sunday  overtime,  reduction  of  the 
working  day  by  about  one  hour  and 
a  wage  Increase  of  about  19.76  a  man 
per  month.  Both  sides  expressed 
themselves  as  satisfied  with  the  terms 
of  the  settlement.

HORtE  PRODUCTION  IS 

BeiNO  PATRONIZED 


Only  Engines  and  Some  Boilers 
Are  Foreign  Made — Short- 
age of  Seamen  May  Force 
Government  Action. 


Tha  buUdlnc  by  the  Imperial  Mu- 
nitions Board  of  twenty-seven  wooden 
steam  carso-carrlers  in  British  Colum- 
bia has  placed  a  heavy  obligation  upon 
the  shipyards,  but  It  has  not  rested 
upon  them  entirely. 

Every  industry  allied  with  shlpV)und- 
Ins  has  felt  the  effect  of  the  contracts, 
and  several  plants  In  Victoria  and 
Esquimau  are  workins  at  top  speed  to 
turn  out  in  the  quickest  time  posnible 
the  equipment  for  the  steamers  that 
eventually  will  carry  the  name  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia  to  the  ports  of  the  world. 

The  Arm  of  Yarrows,  Ltd.,  has  so  far 
received,  on  account  of  Its  exceptional 
facilities,  the  lion's  share  of  the  orders 
for  enalne  parts  and  other  fltttnCB.  The 
big  Esquimau  plant  Is  at  present  work- 
ing on  a  contract  for  propellers  for  the 
wooden  ships  under  construction.  Thirty 
propellers  in  all  will  be  turned  out,  one 
for  each  vessel  and  three  to  spar*,  and 
several  already  have  been  produced  and 
delivered.  The  diameter  of  the  castings 
is  14  feet  <  Inches. 

BoUera  Made  Here 

Thf  Victoria  Machinery  Depot  In  the 
inner  harbor  has  the  contrac4  for  the 
manufacture  of  the  Ilowden  marine  boil- 
ers for  Installation  In  the  vessels  being 
built  here. 

Hutchison  Bros.,  adjacent  to  tho  V. 
M.  D.,  are  working  on  the  supply  of 
winches  and  other  deck  machinery,  the 
original  order  having  recently  been  In- 
creased. So  heavy  has  been  the  call 
on  ths  flmn's  production  facilities  that 
a  branch  machine  shop  has  been  opened 
on  the  Esquimau  Road  beyond  the  city 
limits. 

The  Ramsay  Machine  Shop  on  Store 
Btreet  Is  also  working  on  cargo  winches 
for  the  steamers,  as  well  as  some  un- 
der-water  and  other  special  fittings  and 
steering  engines. 

Tho  heavy  forgings  for  tho  steering 
engines  and  other  machinery  are  being 
put  out  at  the  Robertson  Iron  Works 
on  Store  Street.  For  this  work  the 
plant  Is  specially  equipped  with  steel 
hammers  of  high   power. 

Tlaaber  Work  Ooatracta 

A  largo  proportion  of  the  finished 
framing,  doors,  windows  and  house  fin- 
ishings Is  being  supplied  by  the  Lemon 
Oonnason  Company.  Messrs.  Moore  * 
Whlttlnirton  have  siipplied  both  tao 
Cameron-Oenoa  Mills  Shipbuilders.  Ltd., 
and  the  Foundation  Company  with  a 
considerable  quantity  of  the  heavy  tim- 
bering needed  for  the  ribs  and  celMnga, 
as  wen  as  the  decking  and  house  fram- 
Init  need  In  th©  ships  under  construc- 
tion, while  James  Leigh  A  Sons  are 
also  working  on  heavy  timbering  and 
decking. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Im- 
perial Munitions  Board  In  letting  the 
contracts  for  the  construction  of  wood- 
en ships  in  British  Columbia  to  have 
the  machinery  and  equipment  manufac- 
tured at  home  so  far  as  practicable, 
and  practically  everything  that  will  be 
needed  to  put  the  vessels  In  seaworthy 
shape  will  be  the  products  of  local  In- 
dustrial plants. 

rUdlaff  Soaaea  Za  VkobUak 

A  large  number  of  the  engines  and 
boilers  have  a  (treat  many  miles  to 
come,  but  it  is  expected  that  those  for 
the  first  two  or  three  ships  to  be 
launched  will  be  on  the  ground  In  two 
or  three  weeks.  They  will  be  taken 
direct  to  the  assembling  plant  at  Ogden 
Point  and  there  will  be  Installed  In  the 
steamers  as  the  latter  are  launched. 

The  difficulty  of  finding  a  sufficient 
number  of  men  to  operate  the  Munitions 
Board  ships  presents  a  formidable  prob- 
lem. Scarcity  of  ship  labor  has  existed 
all  along  the  Coast  for  months,  and  has 
been  rendered  more  serious  here  since 
the  enforcement  of  the  Military  Service 
Act,  which  has  cut  Into  the  available 
supply  of  men  to  a  considerable  ex- 
tent. 

In  the  United  States  the  Oovernment 
has  undertaken  a  vast  recruiting  cam- 
paign to  secure  from  the  congested 
sections  of  the  East  and  Middle  West 
men  to  serve  on  the  ships  of  the 
Emergency  Fleet  Corporation.  The  flrnt 
call  Is  for  6«,000  men.  Shipping  men 
In  a  position  to  make  a  clear  survey 
of  the  situation  believe  that  the  Do- 
minion Government  may  be  forced  to 
take  action  along  similar  lines,  although 
on  0.  smaller  scale,  as  It  Is  declared 
almost  impossible  to  secure  suitable 
seamen  In  this  quarter  In  large  enourh 
numbers  to  meet  the  demsnds.

If  we  are   to   have   aldermen   who 
themselves  are  in  arrears  with  their 
taxes,    and    therefore    cannot    be   ex- 
pected to  take  an  unprejudiced  view 
of   the  situation.   It  appears   that  aa 
Independent  eommiseion  shonld  be  ap- 
pointed to  reach  a  solution.    The  Gov- 
ernment, at  the   request  of  the  City, 
would  appoint  such  a  body,  and  pre- 
sumably one   of  Its  members  should 
be  the  Municipal  Inspector.     A  reso- 
lution  to  this  end  should   be  among 
the  first  matters  dealt  with  by  the  in- 
coming council,  for  there  Is  no  time 
to  lose  If  relief  is  to  be  provided  dur- 
ing the  coming  session.     A  few  weeks' 
work   would  be  sufficient  to  enable  a 
commission  of  experts  to  reach  a  so- 
lution.

CANADA'S  MINERAL  PRODUCnON 


Elsewhere  In  this  Issue  there  Is  re- 
printed from  The  Globe,  Toronto,  the 
review  of  mining  in  Canada  in  1917 
that  was  Included  In  the  Annual 
Financial  Survey  published  by  that 
newspaper  on  January  2nd.  The  most 
striking  feature  of  the  mineral  pro- 
duction of  the  Dominion  )s  the  large 
increase  In  total  value,  which  The 
Globe  places  at  $200,000,000.  as  com- 
pared with  1177,201.000  for  1916  and 
$137,100,000  for  1915.  This  remark- 
able estimated  output  Indicates  an  In- 
crease for  1917  of  a  little  more  than 
45  per  cent  over  the  value  of  mineral 
production  In  1916  and  about  13  per 
cent  over  that  of  1916. 

Full  details  of  estimated  production 
are  not  given,  but  the  few  statistics 
supplied   make   It  appear   that   there 
were  Increases  In  quantities  produced 
of  nickel,  lead,  sine  and  Iron,  but  de- 
creases In  those  of  gold,  sliver,  cop- 
per and  coal.     Average  prices  for  the 
year,     at     which     calculations     were 
made,  were  higher  In  respect  of  silver 
and  lead,  but  considerably  lower  for 
zinc  and  fractionally  lower  for  copper. 
When    more    particulars    shall    be 
available,  approximate  proportions  of 
the  total  value  of  mineral  production 
will  probably  be  found  to  have  been 
similar    to   thoae    of    1916.   for   which 
year     metallic      minerala     conatltuted 
about  60  per  cent.  noQ^metallic  min- 
erals 30  per  cent,  and  structural  ma- 
terials and  clay  products  10  per  cent 
of  the  whole.      It  Is  to  be  expected 
that  coal  will  again  be  highest  in  in- 
dividual   amount,    with    a    value    of 
about    $38,000,000;    that    copper    and 
nickel   will   come   next,    each   with   a 
value    of    not    leas    than    $30,000,000; 
then  Hilver,   with   $19,000,000   to  $20,- 
000,000,  and  gold  placed  at  $17,000,- 
000.      Other    metallic    minerals — lead, 
zinc,   iron    and    cobalt — together  are 
probably  valued  at   more   than   $10,- 
000,000;      non-metallic    minerals — as- 
bestos, pyrites  and  natural  gas — at  a 
similar  sum;    and   cement  and   other 
structural  materials  and  clay  producta 
having  a  combined  total  value  In  like 
proportion  to  that  of  1916. 

Those  of  our  readers  <who  are  par- 
tTcularly  Interested  in  the  progrees  of 
the  mining  Industry  of  Canada  will 
find  The  Globe's  annual  survey  to  be 
instructive  as  to  the  progress  made. 
As  to  the  outlook  for  the  future, 
there  seem  to  be  grounds  for  confi- 
dsht  expectation  of  a  further  advance 
'In  output  of  coal  and  copper,  which 
aro^thi'^o' chief  mineral  products  of 
Canada.  ^  In  this'  connection  it  is  of 
Interest  to  note  that  only  a  few  days 
ago  a  Boston  writer  of  national  repu- 
tation In  a  general  review  made  thia 
aommehtt.

It 
is  aasurlng  to  remember  that  In  Brit- 
ish Columbia,  as  In  Canada  as  a 
whole,  coal  and  copper  are  the  chief 
mineral  products,  and.  too.  that  there 
is  small  probability  of  fluctuations  of 
pricea  of  these  leading  producu  in  the 
near  future.

After 
service  of  more  than  n  year  in  the 
thick  of  the  fighting  in  Flanders  fol- 
lowing the  entr>-  of  the  Canadian 
forces  into  active  participation  on 
the  Western  front,  lie  received  a 
slight  wound  on  .lune  2,  191A.  while

The  Winter  should  be  the  seed 
time  when  ideas  are  planted  which 
in  the  Sprinc  time  will  bring  every 
woman  who  has  time  or  strength  lo 
spare  Into  the  garden  or  the  vacant  lot. 
In  other  cities  associations  hilve  been 
formed  where  by  discussion  and 
teaching  people  are  learning  to  do 
better  and  more  profltable  work  than 
they  did  last  year.  AH  over  the  city 
cabbages  and  other  vegetables  raised 
In  California  and  elsehere  are  finding 
ready  sale.  We  are  the  better  for 
using  these,  but  It  would  be  better 
stlU  It  the  crop  at  home  was  sulB- 
dently  large  to  supply  our  needs. 

The    store    of    carrots,    beets    and 
turnips    Is    dwindling    in    households 
where  jrardening  was  carried  on  last 
'  Summer,    and    the    majority    of    city 
I  housekeepers  are  buying  potatoes.  We 
all  know  that  last  year  but  a  part  of 
the   available   vacant   land   was   used, 
and   that  poor  crops    were     In     many 
cases  the  result  of  inaufflclent  or  im- 
proper cultivation. 

There  la  every  reason  to  conclude 
that  food  will  be  even  more  needed 
In  the  Bummer  and  Autumn  of  1918 
than  was  the  oaae  last  year. 

B>r«n  If  women  are  fatly  occupied^ 
in  nutny  eases  at  home  there  are 
many  hundreds  of  strong,  healthy 
boysfind  girls  who  would  be  the  bet- 
ter for  the  exercise  In  the  open  air. 
In  previous  seasons  these  young  folks 
Hkve  apent  their  Summer  holidays  at 
the  beaohea  or  in  visiting.  Some  of 
them  have  already  an  elementary 
knowledge  of  gardening.  Is  it  not 
possible  now  to  form  clubs  and  to  in- 
duce experienced  gardeners  to  give 
regular  and  practical  Instruction  as 
the  afternoons  lengthen.  In  every 
country  In  Europe  and  In  Great  Bri- 
tain boys  and  girls  are  working  in 
the  fields  and  garden*.  On  the  con- 
tinent they  are  under  the  direction  of 
old  men  and  women.  In  but  too 
many  Htstanees  the  young  people 
have  the  Otrmafts  for  taskmasters. 

The  war  madness  has  destroyed 
and  is  destroying  the  surplus  food  of 
the  world.  Even  though  peace  should 
be  proclaimed  before  Spring,  there 
will  be  widespread,  if  not  universal. 
want.  No  one  can  foresee  the  future, 
but  it  to  certain  that  nothing  but  gain 
will  result  from  the  application  of 
every  ounce  of  available  energy  to 
the  production  of  food. 

The  man.  the  woman  or  the  youth 
of  either  sex  who  prepares  a  store 
of  vegetable  or  animal  food  Is  serv- 
ing mankind  as  truly  as  they  who 
labor  for  the  Red  Croes  or  nurse  In 
tha  hoapitala  For  generations  the 
people  of  Can^a  have  lived  In  care- 
less plenty.  The  time  has  come  when 
we  must  provide  food, 'not  for  our- 
selves alone  b«t  for  the  men  we  lovo 
and  for  those  who  hare  been  robbed 
of  their  dally  bread.

In  factories  and  workshops  eve 
laborer  hastens  to  Join  tliis  associa 
tion,  and  at  least  one  college  has  on 
Its  roll  none  but  Red  Cross  members.

Tlie    Root   of    tho    Matter 

In  the  current  number  of  the  Con- 
temporary Review  Arthur  Ponsonby 
has  an  article  on  "Reconstruction 
and  the  Individual,"  which  those 
should  read  who  are  looking  for 
guidance  in  these  dark  days.  The 
writer  argues  that  the  foundation  of 
a  lasting  peace  is  not  to  be  looked 
for  In  any  system  of  laws,  but  in 
the  hear/ts  and  lives  of  the  people 
themselves.  He  quotes  the  saying  of 
the  Minister  of  Education,  "We  are 
only  beginning  to  realize  that  the 
beet  capital  lies  not  in  cash  and 
goods  but  in  the  brains  and  bodies 
of  the  people,"  and  says  himself. 
"The  success  of  legislation,  as  we 
all  know,  depends  not  on  the  per- 
fection of  the  statute,  but  on  the 
disposition  of  the  community  to  ac- 
cept It  or  abide  by  it." 

Men  and  women  must,  this  writer 
believes,  learn  that  life  is  one  great 
whole,  and  that  unlens  disaster  Is  to 
overtake  the  world  the  same  prin- 
ciples of  truth  and  righteousness 
must  be  applied  to  Its  domestic,  so- 
cial and  religious  spherea  It  Is  as 
essential  that  a  man  shall  be  Just 
and  truthful  In  business  as  in  his 
dealings  with  his  wife  and  children. 
Corruption  In  politics  would  be  im- 
possible If  men  applied  the  same 
standards  in  public  as  in  private 
life.  There  Is  not  one  law  for  na- 
tions and  another  for  the  subjects 
of  the  nation. 

Mr.  Ponsonby  does  not  spare  re- 
ligious teachers  nor  their  congrega- 
tions, and  the  temper  and  fairness 
of  his  criticisms  will  be  questioned 
by  many.  He  has  done  irood  serv- 
ice In  drawing  the  attention  of  all 
people  to  the  part  each  must  take 
if  a  better  civilization  is  to  take 
the  place  of  that  which  Is  falling  to 
pieces  In   our  time. 

To  women  who  play  such  a  great 
part  In  the  moulding  of  the  charac- 
ters of  the  youns,  such  a  mesage 
comes  with  special  force.  As  they 
are.  so  In  great  measure  will  their 
children  be.

The  West 
took  him  at  his  word,  and  an  analysis 
of  the  vote  cast  at  the  election  shows 
that  those  constituencies  which  had 
sent  the  largest  number  of  men  to  the 
flChtinc  line  rolled  up  the  greatest 
majorities  in  support  of  the  Union

"This  gives  us  the  right  to  see  that 
the  act  is  enforced."  he  said,  "and 
how  can  we  see  that  Justice  is  done  to 
an  parts  of  the  country  unless  the 
military  authorities  continue  to  pub- 
lish the  reports  of  recruitments  in 
each  province,  as  they  have  done  up 
to  now  under  the  voluntary  system? 
This  Is  the  first  chance  the  West  has 
had  to  enforce  its  demands  at  Ottawa 
and  our  members  should  take  advan- 
tage of  It.  get  tocether,  decide  what 
they  want,  and  make  the  Government 
conform." 

He  said  the  people  of  the  Western 
provinces  were  waiting  and  watching 
to  see  If  the  Union  Government  is 
really  goinc  to  carry  out  its  pledges, 
and  claimed  that  they  were  entitled 
to  be  shown  from  time  to  time  that 
these  covenants  with  the  people  were 
really  being  adhered  to. 

Only  Aaks  Talr  riay 

In  reply  Dr.  Tolmie  said:  "1  am  In 
hearty  agreement  with  you  in  this 
matter.  We  want  fair  play,  and  we 
don't  ask  for  more  than  that  This 
Government  came  In  on  a  conscription 
issue,  and  it  should  see  that  the  act 
is  enforced  without  partiality.  If  we 
don't  gel;  a  square  deal  the  West  will 
not  be  satisfied,  and  the  only  way  to 
make  sure  that  all  is  an  It  should  bo 
is  to  have  all  the  publlrlty  possible 
regarding  the  enllstmonta  in  the  va- 
rious  provinces." 

He  then  suggested  that  he  and  Mr. 
Mcintosh  send  a  telegram  of  protest 
to  Sir  Robert  Borden  Immediately 
after  the  meeting,  this  suggestion 
meeting  with  the  hearty  approval  of 
Mr.  Mcintosh,  who  said:  "The  matter 
In  hand  is  not  debauble.  The  West 
In  the  arbiter  of  the  destlnlea  of  Can- 
ada today,  and  her  will  is  that  tho 
outstanding  feature  *of  the  late  elec- 
tion, the  question  of  conscription, 
nhall  be  handled  in  a  manner  which 
will  givr  favor- to  no  particular  sec- 
tion of  the  country  at  the  expense  of 
other  paris.  Only  publicity  as  to  the 
results  of  the  act  will  satisfy  them, 
and  if  tlwit  publicity  shows  that  Can- 
ada needs  the  second  draft  It  will  be 
forthcoming  without  a  complaint.  I 
will  do  all  in  my  power  to  make  sure 
that  Justice  shall  be  done  to  all  parts 
of  the  country." 

The  telegram  which  was  sent  by  the 
two  members  to  Sir  Robert  Borden 
waa: 

"Publication  In  Western  papers  that 
it  is  the  intention  of  the  miliUry  au- 
thorities to  call  on  second  draft  tinder 
the  MillUry  8er\'ice  Act  and  that  the 
number  of  men  conscripted  In  each 
province  will  no  longer  be  published 
Is  creating  dissatisfaction  and  suspi- 
cion that  the  act  la  not  beinc  fairly 
administered.  This  section  of  the 
West  wants  to  be  assured  that  the 
planks  of  the  Union  Government  plat- 
form and  your  statements  concerning 
the  equal  administration  of  the  act 
will  be  fairly  fuUllled.  and  for  the  ef- 
fective enforcement  of  the  act  must 
know  the  number  of  men  conscripted 
In  each  province  from  time  to  time."

bombardment  of  Tpre.  came  on  No- 
vember 1,  1»14.  The  town  «  then 
full  of  wounded  M>ldlera  and  peaM.nt 
refuaees  from  the  .urroundlng  coun- 
try. They  were  crowded  principally 
In  the  cathedral  and  the  Church  of 
Bt.  Nlcholaa,  In  the  vain  belief  that 
these  sanctuaries  at  least  would  be 
spared  by  the  Invader. 

Th«  Flnt  Bombardment 
The  battle  oh  the  hills  aroun-4 
Tpres  ended  seventeen  days  later. 
The  Germans  failed  to  break 
throuah  the  British  line,  but  the 
bombardment  of  the  town.  Instead  of 
wanlna.  grew  more  Intense.  The 
aermans,  foiled  In  their  attempt  to 
capture  Ypres,  determined  to  de- 
stroy it.  For  a  lona  period  heavy 
Bhelts  fell  Into  the  town  at  the  rate 
of  fifteen  a  minute.  The  sound  of 
the  continuous  destruction  could  be 
heard  fifty  mile.  away. 

The  Inhabitant,  of  the  town 
mostly  fled  soon  after  the  bombard- 
ment started.  When  It  wa.  over, 
they  returned  to  find  the  beauty  of 
their  town  w»ll  nigh  gone.  The 
famous  Cloth  Hall  still  stood,  but  It 
was  a  roofless  skeleton;  only  It.  eel- 
las  were  Intact.  The  Great  Square 
In  front  of  It  was  heaped  with 
broken  stones  and  charred  wood, 
and  nearby  lay  the  broken  bells,  the 
famous  bells  of  Tpres,  which  for  six 
hundred  years  had  munded  «very 
hour  across  the  level  fields  of  Bel- 
glum. 

As  for  the  cathedral,  one  could 
stand  Inside  and  look  up  at  a  roof 
which  was  like  a  sieve,  while  the 
Interior  was  filled  with  rtones,  frag- 
ments of  marble  .Utue.  from  the 
tomb.,  charred  wood  "that  had  once 
been  the  wonderfully  carv*d  roof, 
rags  of  burnt  canvas  that  had  been 
beautiful  pictures.  bN>ken  glass  of 
wonderful  color  that  had  been  the 
famous  painted  windows. 

Buch  was  Tpres  after  the  first 
bombardment.  Whole  streets  had 
been  destroyed,  yet  there  were  still 
houses  where  people  could  live; 
there  was  .Ull  a  broken  skeleton  of 
what  had  been  a  town. 

For  six  months  Tprea  wa.  left  In 
cpmparatlve  peace;  shells  still  fell 
In  the  town  at  Irregular  Interval^ 
but  It  was  possible  for  people  to  live 
there  and  to  open  shops  for  the 
troops  that  passed  through  to  the 
battle  line. 

Shell,  and  Ga« 

The  Moond  bombardment  began 
without  warning  on  April  20,  1916. 
The  first  shell  fell  In  the  "Great 
Place"  when  it  was  filled  with  peo- 


ple. It  Is  Impossible  today  to  get 
any  accurate  estimate  of  the  loss  of 
1<f"  "aimed  by  that  first  shell,  but 
those  who  saw  It  still  blanch  and 
Li  v...»ote  with  ihe  mere  memory  of  It. 
It  was  a  heavier  shell  than  any  that 
had  been  used  In  the  first  bombard- 
n.'  nt.  coming  from  one  of  the  giant 
■lege  guns.  It  could  be  heard  for 
ten  seconds  In  the  air.  the  noise  of 
it  growing  as  it  came,  like  the  sound 
of  an  express  train.  When  It  fell 
the  thick  smoke  of  Its  explosion  rose 
200  feet  high. 

The  I'uU  storm  of  the  bombardment 
burst  forty-eight  hours  later,  accom- 
panied by  the  first  waves  of  poisoned 
gas  used  against  the  French  and  Brit- 
ish lines.  Day  and  night  for  a  long 
period  the  great  shells  poured  Into 
the  town  in  a  steady  stream,  while 
above  streets  and  squares  and  fields 
hung  A  sinister  cloud,  gas  and  smoke 
and  dust 

\Vhen  this  bombardment  ceased. 
It  was  hardly  possible  to  find  one's 
way  through  the  town.  Houses  and 
streets  had  all  melted  together  in 
hfUMH  of  rubbish.  The  one  or  two 
walls  which  still  stood  only  served  to 
t!i.i;>rii}8lzo  the  desolation,  a  few  frag- 
ments of  the  church  wall  and  tower. 
with  their  pointed  arches,  the  remains 
of  a  belfry,  a  scarred  fragment  of  the 
f:i  •arte  of  the  Cloth  Hall.  From  these 
ruins  one  could  locate  where  the 
more  Important  buildings  of  the  city 
had  stood  and  could  estimate  the 
completeness  of  the  ruin. 

DeMmctlon  Completed 
Bo  Ypre.  remained  for  two  more 
years.  The  Germans  completed  their 
destruction  during  the  past  Rpring 
and  Summer,  removing  the  last  rec- 
ognisable vestiges  of  anything  by 
turning  heavy,  armor-piercing  shells 
against  the  pathetic  ruins.  By  the 
end  of  July  there  was  literally  no- 
thing left  except  dust  and  broken 
stones.  That  I.  all  that  now  remains 
of  the  famous  town  of  Tpres.

Ing  mentality  la  Indignant  to  find 
that  the  harmleui,  necewary  com- 
panion I.  written  down  c-a-t,  in 
which  word  e  I.  not  e  but  k,  and  that 
a  i.  not  a  but  Is  something  else, 
and  so  forth,  on  lines  created  seem- 
ingly   for   vexation   solely. 

After  years  of  labor,  which  the 
merciful  doctrine  of  the  value  of  by- 
products has  alleviated,  he  finds  him- 
self In  college  with  the  good  wishes 
of  all  his  previous  teachers.  He  la 
drawing  near  t«v  the  close  of  his 
work  and  play  for  a  liberal  educa- 
tion, but  with  an  indistinct  sense  of 
M>methlng  unattalned  In  the  use  of 
English,  the  very  subject  that  he 
ha.  been  engaged  with  from  Infancy. 
His  professors  are  sympathetic  and 
prescribe  and  accompany  the  exer- 
cli»s  in  rhetoric,  composition  and  the 
rest  of  the  linguistic  discipline,  that 
time  has  approved.  Contemplation 
of  literary  excellence  Is  not  neglect- 
ed; In  fact,  the  very  appreciation  of 
beauty  In  substance  artd  In  work- 
manship seems  to  act  as  a  satiating 
and  not  as  a  stimulating  element  In 
the  education  diet. 

I      A  college  student  at  the  beginning 
of  his  senior  year  Is  a  serious  person 
In  himself,  and  one  who  causes  serl- 
oiwness  In  otheia,  especially  In  thosa 
responsible  In  part  for  hla  condition. 
Vhat  can  be  done  to  encourage  him 
nasonably?       The     docility     of     the 
jfrMhman,  the  blithe  nonchalance  of 
the   sophomore,   the    easeful     expan- 
flvenesH   of   the   Junior,    all   seem   as 
tuubstantlal  to   him   as   they   do    to 
ite  rest  of  us.    If  he  I.  to  be  a  lead- 
er, as  the  majority  of  hla  dasamates 
will   be,   It  muat  be   becauae   he   can 
make    his    life-cause    intelligible    to 
others   whom   he   Is   gifted   to  guide. 
If  he   is  neither  at   the   bottom    nor 
at  the  top  In  endowment,  that  Is,  is 
neither  an  Ignoramus   nor   a  genius, 
he  has  come  to  value  highly  what  Is 
caUt^l,  teamwork,    or   the   Importance 
of  distinctively  social   activity. 

"l^ere  is  not  much  hope  to  be  en- 
tertained of  his  future  If  he  haa  not 
by   this    time    become    convinced    of 
the  lupreme  nature  of  quality,  with- 
out wdervaluatlon  of  quantity.     The 
unceasing   marvel    which   makes   him 
still  Relieve  In  originality  cheer,  him 
In  th«  lonely  hour,  to  which  youth 
Is  no  stranger.     Despite  his  modesty 
and,  4r   he   Is  of   the   best   type,   hta 
humllty,.  he  has  hardly  yet  believed 
In  th4  vital  Importance  of  workman- 
ship.    Somehow    the    elsewhere    dis- 
credit^ doctrine  of  spurting  has  not 
been    truly    abandoned    by    him.

Curtis  Samp- 
Non  aa  flnit  nursing  officer  and  lady 
divisional  treasurer,  and  Mlaa  Orwln  as 
Ii^dy  divisional  secretary,  has  done 
splendid  work  in  training  and  drilling 
girls  in  praparatlon  for  nursing  and 
other  var  work  wherein  thalr  services 
might  be  helpful  at  this  tima

night  at'Stadaeona  Park,  the  olasa  num- 
bering twanty-flve.  Those  who  have

Terms  of  Serrlcci 

No  one  will  b«  accepted  who  la 
unwllllnar  to  give  service  for  the  dur- 
ation of  the  war  in  hospitals  In  Eng- 
land. It  is  particularly  Intarestlng 
to  note  the  scale  of  pay.  showing  that 
girls  who  offer  themselves  are  moved 
by  patriotic  rather  than  "commer- 
cial" motives;  pay  by  the  British 
Oovernment  Is  at  the  rate  of  £20 
(♦100)  per  annum  for  the  flrst  six 
months,  gradually  rising  to  £30  per 
annum.  The  allowance  for  uniform 
Is  120  a  year,  and  is  paid  by  the 
British  Gov«rnment.  Transportation 
to  London  and  return  to  home  In 
Canada  is  provided,  of  course,  but 
the  Bt.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  will 
accept  no  liability  for  illnesa  or  acci- 
dent.

W«  have  given  some  tiaie  now  to 
the  study  of  the  hablUnt  and  otl»er 
I-Yench  people  In  Lower  Canada,  ftom 
the  days  of  that  provinc«'s  Irat 
settlement  by  Champlain  in  IMS  up 
to  the  trouble  of  ^837.  Let  us  sow 
take  a  brief  glands  at  the  other  and 
Ies*«r  half  of  the  population  of  'the 
"Mother  Province." 

After  the  battle  of  the  Plain*  ef 
Abraham  the  whole  army  remalne^  In 
Quebec  under  General  Murray,  th«r«- 
fore  It  may  be  said  that  the  soidters 
were  the  flrst  British'  residents  In  (his 
part  of  Canada.  Many  names  faoltl- 
lar  to  us  today  In  their  descend^pts 
were  borne  by  those  martial  s«tt|«ni. 
There  was  Colonel  John  Hale,  who^lM 
Wolfe's  landing  party  up  the  Heif^ts. 
Captain  John  Douglas,  of  the  N«yy. 
Major  Paulius  Aemlllus  Irving,  Ckp- 
tains  Nalme  and  Praser,  CapUMn 
James  Leslie,  Major  Samuel  Hollt^d, 
Colonel  Henry  Caldwell.  General  Bur- 
ton. *to  whom  the  dying  Wolfe  save 
his  last  order,  which  was  to  cut  off 
the  retreat  of  the  French  army  at 
Beaupert  Bridge,  and  many  othera 

Fraser's   Highlanders,   the  7«th,    was 
the  largest  regiment  which  had  taken 
part    in    the    capture    of    the    city    of 
Quebec,      and      now,      disbanded      and 
scattered,  it  became  the  nucleus     for 
the     large     Scottish      sstjlements      In 
Lower    Canada.       The    PVeneh    people 
h-*d   a   most   extraordinary   opinion   of 
the      Highlanders,    "les      Sauvages    d' 
Ecosse,"    and      believed      them    to    bo 
possessed  of  almost  demoniac  powers, 
their    strange    garb    lending    color    to 
the  fanciful  hallucliuition.      It  was  as 
impossible   to  escape  a   Highlander  as 
It    was    to    catch    him,    the    habitants 
declared.       These    disbanded      soldiers 
liked    their   new  home   well   and   wrote 
most  glowing  accounts  of  It  to  Scot- 
land.     They  had  settled  principally  in 
Montreal     and     along     the     beautiful 
Chateauguay  River  and  its  tributaries, 
and   It   was   to  this   latter  lovely   loca- 
tion   thTit    the    new-comers    /locked    in 
large   numbers.       History  recounts    the 
cruel  way  In  which  the  clansmen  were 
t:eated   In   the  old  lands  by  the  avar- 
icious   proprietors,    and      It      was    this 
fact  which  induced  them  to  leave  their 
beloved    Scottish   highlands   for  a   new 
home.      In  some  cases  they  were  prac- 
tically driven  out,  as  was  the  case  of 
the    entire    Clan    Mclntyre— chltf    and 
all,   who    were   evicted   by   the  Ekirl   of 
Brcadalbane    from      Argyllshire    about 
3  795  in  order  that  that  nobleman  might 
Increase  his  sheep  pastures. 

In  time  the  Lowlanders  and  thjB 
Highlanders  formed  on  the  Chatcau- 
suay  the  largest  Old  Country  setUe- 
ment  In  the  province,  and  one  which 
In  still  oharacterlstlcally  Scotch.  It 
is  from  this  part  of  the  Province  that 
the  Clydesdale  horses  and  Ayrshire 
cattle  are  exported,  and  one  may  still 
hear  Gaelic  spoken  and  meet  with  old 
Scottish   manners  and   customs. 

As   soon   as   Quebec   was.    nominally 
H      least,    an    English    Province,    many 
British   fur-traders   who   had   cast  en- 
vious   eyes    on      the      rich    woodlands 
where   the   beaver  and    other  valuable 
fur-bearing  animals  abounded  were  at 
once  Induced    to  come  to  Quebec   and 
Montreal.      A  story   Is   told   of  one  of 
these  men.  Alexander  Henry  by  name, 
who  came   hurrying   up   from    Albany 
shortly    after      peace      had    been    con- 
eluded.      He  obtained  permission  from 
the  military  governor  at  Montreal  and 
proceeded     to     Michllllmacklnac.      His 
journey    was   anything   but     pleasant- 
the  French  traders  were  burning  with 
resentment     against     everything     and 
everyone    Kngllsh,    and    they    had    In- 
nuenced    the   Indians   till    the    savages 
had  conceived  an  equal  animosity  to- 
ward    the     conquerors      of     Canada. 
While  Henry  T«-as  at  Michllllmaokinac 
word  came  that  the  Ojibways  were  on 
the    warpath.       Before    adequate    pre- 
parations could  be  made  to  repel  them 
four  hundred  of  them  had  entered  the 
post,  attacked  the  garrison,  murdered 
most    of   them    and   also    put   all    the 
Bnarllsh    traders   they  could   lay   their 
hands  on  to  a  terrible  death.     Henry 
was  cone«ilpd  in  a  garret  by  a  Pawnei 
einve    woman,    but    his      whereabouts 
was     dlacovered     after     the     general 
mwsacre     was     over.      A      powerful 
OJlbway  Chief  had     found   him,  and 
after  havln»  well  sharpened  his  kiUfe 
was   about     to    scalp   him,    when    toi' 
some  reawn  or  other  he  chan^  his 
mind  and   adopted    him     instead       It 
was  some  weeks  before  he  was  able 
o  evade  Ms  new  relatives  and  return 
to   Montreal,   and   those    weak,   we™

of  the  Tamaska  River,  which  was  so 
high  with  the  Sprinc  flood  as  to  be 
Impossible  to  pass  without  making  a 
rmtt.  It  had  been  very  stormy, 
thougrh  not  cold:  a  damp  snow  had 
fallen,  and  be  was  hungry,  weary  and 
chilly,  being  too  thinly  clad  for  the 
■e*»on;  so  that,  when  this  new  ob- 
stacle presented  itself  he  was,  at  first, 
almost  staggered.  But  his  course  was 
soon  determined  upon,  and  he  com- 
mended his  work  of  felling  trees, 
clearing  them  of  branches  and  bind- 
ing them  together  with  withes.  When 
this  was  done  he  thought  the  water 
would  be  more  passable  In  the  morn- 
ing, so  he  kindled  a  lire  and  slept. 
But  the  morning  broke  clear  and  In- 
tensely cold,  and  he  found  to  his  ut- 
ter dismay  that  ice  two  Inches  thick 
had  formed  for  some  distance  from 
either  bank.  Neverth9less  he  broke 
the  nearer  Ice  with  hU  setting  pole 
and  launched  the  raft  and  embarked 
with  sack  and  axe.     He  relates: 

"But  a  new  and   unthought-of  dif- 
ficulty now  appeared,  as  on  approach- 
ing the  other  bank  I  found  it  impos- 
sible to  break  the  ice  so  as  to  effect  a 
landing  for  such  was    the   strength   and 
rapidity  of  the  current  that  both  set- 
ting-pole   and     my    utmost     strength 
were   in   constant   requisition   to   keep 
the    raft    from    being    carried     down 
stream:    so    that   after    repeated    and 
vain    attempts    to    gain    the    shore     I 
found    myself    going    down    the    deep 
open  channel   without  power   to  land 
on    either    side.      He    at    last    reached 
a    place    where    the    water     wa.s     loss 
deep  and  he  was  closer  to  shore.    Ho 
dropped     his     pole,      threw     the    axe 
ashore,  and.  grasping  the  sack,  leaped 
Into  the  water,  which   was  up   to  his 
chin.      The    current    was    strong,    and 
the   Ice   had    to    be    broken    before    he 
could   make   land.      This   he   managed 
to  do  by    using,  his  heavy  sack.     When 
at    last    he     reached     the     shore     his 
clothes  frose  stiff,  but  he  knew  he  must 
move    quickly    In    order    to    keep    his 
limbs    from    freezing.       He     had     ten 
miles  to  travel  before  he  could  reach 
a  house.     Once  In  the  road  he  slipped 
and  fell   on  his  sharn  axe.   which   cut 
deep    Into    hla       knee.       He       had     no 
means  of  binding  the   wound,  but  the 
fact    of    It    being    so    cold    saved    him 
from     bleeding     more     profusely,     for 
the    blood    froxe    to    his    clothes.       He 
reached    the    village    In    safety,    how-  [ 
ever,    and    says    In    conclusion    of    his 
narrative,    "In  all   the  exciting  scenes 
Incident   to  a   backwoodsman's   life,    1 
have    always    felt    that    there    was    a 
great  and  watchful   Father  whose  eye 
was  over  all  his  creatures.     "This  In- 
trepid  and      dauntless      courage,    thii 
deeply  religious  spirit,  was  the  back- 
bone   of    those    pioneers,    the    corner- 
stone   upon    which      our      country    Is 
builded.

Let  us  give  one  more  example  ot 
the  vicissitudes  of  forest  life  in  thoM 
early  days.

This 
was  a  ruinous  blow.     While  the  mes- 
senger was  yet  speaking  another  ar- 
rived   to    tell    hlra    his    other   brother 
was  dead.

Particulars  of  the  new  Provincial 
elections  bill  which  will  be  Introduced 
at  the  forthcoming  Provincial  Lesla- 
lature  have  been  given  out  by  Pre- 
mier Brewster.  Draft  copies  of  tha 
bill  have  been  in  the  handa  of  tha 
Liberal  members  of  the  LerialAtura 
for  some  time  in  order  that  the  pro- 
visions of  the  proposed  enactment, 
which  will  talce  the  place  of  the  ex- 
isting elections  law,  might  be  consid- 
ered by  the  members,  who  will  be 
fully  posted  upon  it  by  the  time  it  is 
introduced  to  the  House.  Copies,  too, 
were  sent  to  organizations  and  indi- 
viduals who  are  interested  in  electoral 
reform. 

The  act  has  been  In  course  of  prep- 
aration for  months  past  and  its  rhief 
features  were  forecasted  in  The  Colo- 
nist early  last  year.  It  is  based  upon 
the  new  Manitoba  Act,  with  such 
changes  as  are  deemed  necessary  to 
meet  conditions  In  this  Province.  The 
chief  features  of  the  bill  deal  with 
registration  of  votera  personation  and 
other  offenses  and  a  unique  feature  is 
the  provision  made  for  the  limiting  of 
tho  election  expenses  of  a  candidate 
to  a  maximum  of  1500  and  of  a  party 
to  $26,000.  the  enforced  declaration  by 
a  candidate  of  bis  election  expenses, 
and  the  making  an  offence  extra  pro- 
vincial contributions  to  campaign 
funds. 

The  act  provides  for  a  complete  new 
list  of  voters  to  be  pr^ared  this  year 
and  revised  without  reference  to  any 
existing  list,  for  district  registration  In 
each  subsequent  year  by  application 
by  those  whose  names  are  not  In  the 
last  revised  list  of  voters  for  any  dis- 
trict. Penalties  for  personation,  on 
6onvlction,  is  a  flne  not  exceeding 
t400  and  Imprisonment  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  one  year,  with  or  without 
hard  labor;  for  briber}',  which  is  de- 
fined at  length,  a  flne  of  not  less  than 
$100  nor  more  than  $260,  as  well  as  a 
liability  to  forfeit  $500  to  anyone  who 
shall  sue  for  the  same,  is  prescribed. 

Regulations  relative  to  the  liability 
of  a  candidate  for  supplying  either  by 
himself  or  by  another  "meat,  drink  or 
entertainment"  with  a  view  to  influ- 
encing a  voter  to  cast  a  ballot  or  to 
render  him  incapable  of  casting  a 
vote  will  render  him  liable  to  a  for- 
feit of  $26  to  anyone  who  shall  sue  for 
the  same  and  prove' the  offence. 

Contributions  to  party  funds  are  hit 
at  in  the  following  section: 

'It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  per- 
son, corporation  or  organisation  re- 
siding or  situated  without  the  Prov- 
ince, to  make  any  contribution  of 
money  or  other  thing  of  value  for  use 
within  the  Province  for  political  pur- 
poses." Breach  of  tbese  provisions 
renders  the  offender  liable,  on  sum- 
mary conviction,  to  a  penalty  of  $2M. 
and.  In  default  of  payment,  to  impris- 
onment for  six  months. 

Another  section  provides  that  no 
payment  (except  in  respect  of  the  per- 
sonal expenses  of  a  candidate),  loan 
or  deposit  shall  be  made  before,  dur- 
ing or  after  an  election  except  through 
an  agent  or  agents  whose  names  and 
addresses  must  be  declared  in  writing 
to  the  returning  officer  on  or  before 
the  day  of  nomination  and  any  per- 
son making  such  payment  shall  be 
guilty  of  an  offence  and  liable  to  a 
penaltr  not  ■  exceeding  tth*.  Persons 
hsrvlng  bills  against  candidates  In  re- 
spect of  the  elecUon  must  preaant 
them  to  such  agent  within  one  month 
of  the  day  of  the  declaration  of  the 
•lection.

It  will  ba 
comforting  to  you  to  know  that  he 
suffered  no  pain  and  that  he  fulfilled 
his  duty  to  the  utmost  for  the  Old 
Country,  ylvlng  his  all  on  her  behalf; 
and  'Greater  love  hath  no  man  than 
this,  that  a  man  lay  down  his  life 
for  his  frlenda'  We  shall  remember 
him  and  jrou  in  our  prayers,  and  pray 
God  comfort  and  bless  you  in  this 
hour  of  trlaL" 

Pte.  Thomas  B.  Nicholson  enlisted 
on  August  17.  1814.  thirteen  days 
after  war  broke  out.  He  Joined  the 
88th  Battalion  and  was  on  guard  at 
Bamfleld  Station  for  some  time.  He 
then  transferred  to  the  80th  Bat- 
talion and  left  for  overseas  In  the 
l>«ginnln|r  of  1916.  At  present  he  is 
with  the  16th  Battalion,  attached  to 
the  Canadian  Brigade  Headquarters. 
Pte.  Nicholson  wan  for  many  months 
a  scout,  when  he  had  some  exciting 
experiences. 

Pte.  Nioholnon  was  known  to  all 
his  friends  as  "Ed,"  and  before  en- 
listing was  employed  as  a  Burveyor 
by  a  Victoria  firm.  In  his  letters  to 
his  parents  fie  sUtcd  that  he  was 
having  a  good  time  in  France  and 
that  the  boys  In  Nanalmo  do  not 
know  what  they  are  missing. 

Constable  Nicholson,  who  Is  father 
of  thes((.  tjrp  boys,  has  been  on  the 
Nanalmo  T>oUce  force  for  several 
years.  He  has  served  on  the  council 
for  a  t4rm.  and  is  well  known  In  Na- 
nalmo )and  district,  having  resided 
here  for  over  twenty  years.

Indian  Chief  in  1849  Found  tlie 
First  Piece  of  "Rock"  Wiiicii 
Is  Now  Chief  Industry  of  City 

•  of  Nanaimo. 


On  exhibition  in  the  window  of  Mr. 
J.  B.  Hodglns'  drug  store  on  Com- 
mercial Street  Is  a  photograph  of  rare 
.interest  to  the  old-time  people  of 
Nanalmo.  This  photograph  was  sent 
to  Mr.  H.  L.  Good,  collector  of  cus- 
toms, by  a  friend  In  the  Old  Country. 
Tho  picture  was  taken  from  one 
painted  by  Commander  K.  Bedwell 
when  ho  was  serving  att  second  mas- 
ter on  the  survey  sloop  Plumper  un- 
der Captain,  afterwards  Admiral, 
Richards,  and  shows  Nanalmo  as  It 
appeared  from  the  harbor  in  the 
year  1868.  The  original  picturo  still 
remains  in  the  possession  of  the  late 
Admiral   Rlchardn'   family.

The    history    of    the    discovery    of 
coal    at    Nanalmo    is    not    known    by 
•▼•ry  resident  of   this  city,   the  fol- 
lowing being   a  short  synopsis  since 
'    Its  commencement: 

In    December.-      1849,    an      Indian 
olUsf  from  N<M)aimo  visited  the  Hud- 
son's     Bay      Company's      blacksmith 
shop    at    Victoria    to      have      repairs 
made    to    his    gun.      He  i  noticed    the 
coal   that   the   blacksmith   was  using, 
and    remarked       that      "there .     was 
plenty  of  stone   like   that  %t   home." 
One  of  the  company's  men     inform- 
ed   an    officer,    Mr.    Joseph    W.    Mc- 
Kay of  what  the  chief  had  said,  and 
Mr.    McKay    proceeded    to    question 
the    Indian,    and      obtained      detailed 
information  whioh  led  him  to  believe 
that   the    matter    was   worth    Investi- 
gating.     He    therefore    toM    tbe    In- 
dian  to  bring  some   of  the  stone   to 
him  and  he  would  five  him  a  bottle 
of  rum  and  he  would  have  his  gun 
rspatred   free   of  charge.      The   chief 
dspsrtsd.      and      In      the      following 
Uprlnc    returned    with    a    canoe    full 
of  eoal.      He   got    his   rum.  and   the 
Hudson's    Bay    was    placed     in    pos- 
■••■lon  of  the   immense  coal  deposits 
which   are   now    the    property   of   the 
Wsstorn   Fuel   Company.     Ths   Hud- 
son's  Bay  Company     carried     on     a 
mining   business   in   a  desultory   way 
for  several  years,  but,  like  all  other 
ventures,    outalde   of    its   specialty   of 
fur  trading,   its  coal  mining   was   not 
a  financial  suooess. 

In  1863  the  first  shipment  of  coal, 
■bout    2.00O    tons,    was    made    from 
Nanalmo. '  Tho  price  at  the  pit's  mouth 
was   then    $11    a   ton;    at   San   Fran- 
claeo    It    was    ISS    per    ton.      Finally. 
In   186$,   tha  Vancouver  Inland   Coal 
Company   was   formed   and   acquired 
ths  rifhts  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Com- 
pany,  and   the   work      of     the   mine 
bstan    In    earnest.      In      that      year, 
IMI,    tho    total    production    of   coal 
was    1S.11S     (t.340     lba>     valued    at 
$72,472.  and   In   186S  this  was  about 
doubled.     The  company  pursusd  the 
svan    tonor  of   its   way     until      1884 
when   the   management  of   the   busi- 
ness   was    satrusted    to    Mr.    Samuel 
M.    Robins,    when    a    remarkable    in- 
crawie    In    production    was    observed. 
In    1889    ths   company   was   reorgan- 
Ixsd    under    the    name    of    the    New 
Vancouvsr    Coal    .Mining    and    Land 
Company,  with  Mr.   Robins  as  man- 
t^tn,    and      since      that      event    the 
mlaas    ham    been    working    oontlnu- 
ally    nndvr   ths    ownerahip      of      the 
W>slem    Fual  •  Company,   which    took 


Joining  tbe  Provincial  building  and 
grounds.  ,  In  all  tnere  are  thirteen 
houses  shown  in  the  photograph. 
The  first  to  the  right  of  the  Bastion 
was  at  one  time  occupied  by  John 
Meakin  and  family,  some  of  whose 
dfescendams  still  reside  in  this  neigh- 
borhood. Looking  to  the  right,  the 
next  bouse  was  that  occupied  by  the 
late  Robert  Dunsmulr,  founder  of 
the  fortunes  of  the  family  of  that 
name.  Then  came  Dr.  Benson's  resi- 
dence, while  the  next  was  occupied 
by  Daniel  Dunn  and  wife. 

The  fifth  house  from  the  Bastion 
was  occupied  by  the  then  manager 
of  the  mines,  Mr.  O.  Hobipson,  and 
his  family,  Mr.  Mark  Bate  being  a 
nephew  of  this  gentleman.  The  next 
in  order  was  always  known  as  the 
strangers'  house,  since  It  wa.s  here 
that  visltot-s  to"  the  mine  were  hos- 
pitably entertained.  And  if  all  that 
<rne  hears  be  true,  the  visitors  who 
were  once  accommodated  here  never 
forgot  it,  for  hospitality  in  those  days 
knew  no  bounds.  Next  to  this  may 
be  seen  a-  double  house.  One  half 
of  this  was  used  as  a  cook  house, 
while  tl\e  otber  bku  was  the  resi- 
dence of  Mr.  John  Work,  and  later 
of  Mr.  C.  Klndiay. '  Then  comes  the 
residence  of  Elijah  Ganner  and  fam- 
ily, ef  whom  there  are  uirect  des- 
cendants living  here  today. 

Then  may  be  seen  the  old  No.  3 
pit,  w'ith  Its  high  wooden  fence  sur- 
rounding the  pit  mouth,  while  ad- 
joining this  Is  a  small  house  occu- 
pied by  Antotne  Nelson  and  Narclsse 
Montagny.  Further  still  to  the  right 
there  is  the  residence  of  Jessie  Sage 
and,  his  family,  of  whom  there  are 
many  direct  descenclants  still  living 
in  and  about  Nanalmo.  The  last  two 
hondes  to  be  seen  in  tbe  photo  are 
thoes  which  were  occupied  by  Rich- 
ard Richardson  and  his  wife  and 
Jonathan  Blllott.  Thl.s  photo  is  a 
most  interesting  one.  and  brings  the 
past   into   remembrance.

The  following  are  th*  recommenda- 
tions for  the  Improvement  of  the  Jh-e 
lighting  equipment  of  the  city  of  Na- 
nalmo which  were  m^de  in  the  report 
of  the  Inspecting  enRlneere,  Mr.  Xorman 
R.  Wilson,  M.  I..  C.  K.,  and  Mr.  H. 
Stainton,  which  the  city  council  objected 
reaching  the  press,  as  <hey  were  In- 
accurate.  The  council  also  thought  It 
was  unfair  for  these  men  to  have  this 
report  published  before  a  report  wan 
sent  to  the  council.  Within  a  few  days 
the  secretary  of  the  Fire  I'nderwrlters' 
Association  will  have  to  give  an  ex- 
planation as   to  how   this  occurred. 

They  recommend  that  a  thorough  re- 
inspectlon  be  made  of  all  old  Inside 
wiring,  and  defects  corrected;  seriously 
defective  Installations  should  be  con- 
demned and  re-w*red.  With  regard  to 
waterworks,  the  report  recommends 
complete  plans  and  records  of  the  sys- 
tem should  be  kept  In  duplicate  plans 
at  the  works  at  the  dams  and  profiles 
should  be  kept,  and  that  a  Venturl  re- 
cordInK  metre  should  be  placed  on  each 
main  at  or  near  the  city  boundary. 

They  recommend  Ave  new  mains, 
eight-inch  ones,  on  Comox  Street,  fronv 
Myhleary  to  Front;  across  Millstone 
RiVer  from  the  end  of  the  present  main 
on  Prldeaux  .Street  to  Second  Street; 
from  the  supply  mains  on  Albert  Street 
along  Machleary  Street  and  Farquhar 
Street  to  Esplanade  Street;  on  Victoria 
Crescent  In  place  of  the  present  four- 
Inch  main,  and  also  a  six-Inch  main 
along  Esplanade  Street,  from  Farquhar 
Street  to  Grace  Street,  and  along  Orace 
Street  to  NIcol  Street. 

Additional  hydrants  of  modem  type 
are  advised,  so  that  the  distance  shall 
not  be  more  than  25  feet  apart  In  the 
business  district  snd  500  feet  spart  In 
other  built-in  sections;  the  replacement 
of  three-Inch  mains  by  six-Inch.  Among 
the  suggestions  for  the  local  flre  de- 
partment are  the  provision  of  a  min- 
imum of  Ave  paid  men  on  duty  at  all 
times,  and  that  a  more  suitable  build- 
ing be  provided  for  the  hose-reel  on 
Machleary  and  Fratiklyn  Streets.  Ad- 
ditional flre  alarm  boxes  are  recom- 
mended. 

The  general  summary  shown  that  an 
expenditure  of  over  1150.000  should  be 
made  to  satisfy  the  inspecting  en- 
gineers.  Most  of  their  recommendations 
are  at  present  of  no  nse.  as  in  the 
places  where  additional  hydrants  ara  to 
he  placed  there  are  very  few  'people 
residing.

An'»th"r  who  came  In  the  Princess 
Royal  and  who  has  been  prominent

Mr.  Bate  has  tho  distinction  of  hav- 
ing been  Nanalmo's  first  ma.vor.  Th«- 
city  was  incorporated  in  December, 
1874,  and  he  was  elected  in  January, 
187r..  Since  that  time  he  has  filled 
•  ho  chair  of  the  mayoralty  sixteen 
llme.-^,  Ave  times  being  elected  after 
contests  and  eleven  times  by  accla- 
mation. Mr.  Bote  was  only  a  boy 
when  he  c%me  here  with  his  parents 
from    Birmingham,   England. 

From  the  data  contained  in  his 
journal,  kept  during  his  long  and  ac- 
tive public  life,  several  very  valuable 
and  instructive  papers  have  b"en 
written  by  .Mr.  Bate  and  published  In 
various  psp<'rs.  These  Inrlude  a  gen- 
eral history  of  the  city,  a  history  of 
the  mines  and  a  history  of  the  old 
bastion. 

•VIr.  Bate  was  until  recently  regis- 
trar of  the  Supreme  and  County 
Courts,  and  for  some  time  was  Jus- 
tice of  the  peace.  He  is  as  active 
as  a  boy  of  twenty,  and.  Judging  from 
appearances,  has  many  mom  years 
yet  In  which  to  sorve  his  beloved  city 
by  his  enthusiasm  and  publlc-splrit- 
edness. 

Mr.  S.  Gough,  Nanalmo  comptrolln-, 
is  an  old-time  Nanalmo  men.  and  he' 
was  amongst  those  who  came  round 
Cape  Horn  in  1854  from  England  In 
the  Princess  Royal  and  settled  here 
to  work  In  tbe  mines.  Mr.  Oough 
was  then  a  small  boy.  but  remembers 
the  events  of  the  five  montbe'  jour< 
ney  very  well.  After  seventeen  yesrs' 
work  In  the  mines  he  was  made  city 
clerk,  and  he  still  holds  a  position 
with  tbe  corporation  of  Nanalmo  as 
comptroller,  which  h«  hM  ably  fUlod 
for  some  years.

gold  dust  of  the  Cariboo,  and  later 
of  the  Klondike,  attracted  violent 
pllvrimaves  from  every  town  on  the 
cwntlnent. 

Today  mlninv  is  a  business,  the 
l)asic  business  of  almost  all  indus- 
try. It  Is  true.'  of  course,  that  a  very 
Ikrv*  element  of  speculation  and  un- 
certainty attends  the  discovery  and 
preliminary  investlsatlon  of  mineral 
resources,  but  once  development 
takes  place  mining  is  placed  on  a 
basis  more  secure  than  that  of  farm- 

"  The  great  contest  which  is  tearing 
Europe  asunder  is  less  a  contest  of 
men  than  it  Is  a  contest  of  resources 
and  of  the  ability  of  the  contestants 
to  find  and  utilise  the  resources  at 
their  disposal. 

There  has  been  a  tendency  to  be- 
little sclentlilo  effort  In  this  struggle. 
The  activities  of  government  depart- 
ments devoted  to  mining  and  geolo- 
gy have  not  been  Immune  from  crit- 
icism In  this  regard.  Let  it  be  known 
that  there  never  was  a  time  In  the 
history  of  Canada,  or  any  of  Britain's 
-AWee  when  it  was  more  Important 
to  have  at  command  the  fullest  pos- 
sible knowledge  of  our  mineral  re- 
sources and  their  extent  and  to  apply 
ip  their  utilisation  the  highest  pos- 
sible technical  and  scientiflc  skill 
that  can  be  brought  to  bear. 
Contribution  of  Bflnes  to  War 

What  have  CanadUn  mines  con- 
tributed during  the  past  year  to  pro- 
(Itiction  and  to  maintain  the  coun- 
try'* ability   to   "carry   on"? 

Measured   in   terms  of  dollars,   the 
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Incraase  the  protfuotlon  of  all  metals 
with  the  excepUon  of  gold  and  most 
non- metallic  products  excepting  of 
course  those  used  primarily  for  the 
purpose  of  construction  and  decora- 
tion such  as  the  cUy  and  stone 
quarry  products,  lime,  cement  and 
cypsnm,  eU.  Most  of  all  has  there 
been  an  Insatiable  demand  for  coal. 
Strikes,  labor  shortage,  transporta- 
tion difllculties  and  oar  shortage  have 
conspired  not  only  to  restrict  coal 
output,  but,  because  of  the  fuel  short- 
age thus  caused,  to  interfere  in  the 
operation  of  smelteries. 

Notwithstanding    these    difficulties, 
which,  by  the  way,  ni^  be  said  to  be 
Incidental  and   must '^H^t  anticipated 
and  fairly  mti,   mining  activity  has. 
on  the  whole,  been'  well  maintained, 
and    if    there    has    possibly    been    a 
small    decrease    In    g^,  ^llver    and 
copper  production,  there  have,  on  the 
other  hand,  been  more  or  less  large 
Increase*  in   the   production   of   zinc. 
nickel,    cobalt,    molybdenite.'    and     In 
the  furtuice  output  of  iron  and  steel. 
The    coal    production    may   not   reach 
that  of  the   previous  year,   but  there 
has  been  probably  a  maximum  out- 
put   of   asbestos,   ohromlte,   graphite, 
magneslte.    etc.      Very    much    higher 
prices    have    been    received    for    coal 
and  for  silver  than  In  1»1«.     In  very 
few  Instances  have  prices  been   less. 
It   is  estimated   that   the   total   value 
of  the  mineral  production  during  the 
past  year  will  not  be  less  than  J200,- 
000.000, 

Copper 
Canada's  production  of  copper  In 
1017  will  apparently  not  equal  that 
of  the  previous  year  in  which  a  to- 
tal production  of  117,160.028  pounds 
was  reported,  as  against  100.786.150 
pounds  In  1815.  In  1016  the  produc- 
tion Included  03.642.660  pounds  from 
British  Columbia;  44,997,03.'.  pounds 
from  Ontario  and  the  remainder 
from  the  Yukon  and  from  Quebec. 

In    the   Western    provinces   produc- 
tion   was    curtailed    at    Trail    and    at

In  Ontario  tha  ratio  of  copper  to 
nickel    contents    In    the    ores   treated 
was  lower  than  in   It II.  so  that  an 
Increased   producUon    of    nickel    haa 
been  accompanied  by  a  smaller  pro- 
duction   of   copper.      In    Quebec    t}i.a 
copper   Is   derived   from    the   copper- 
'>«arlng  pyrites  ores,  which  are  ship- 
ped  primarily  for  their  sulphur  con- 
tente   and    the   output,    while    it   h%a 
beeh  steady,  will  not  exceed  that  pt 
the   previous- year.     From  a  general 
survey  of  the  whole  field  K  Is  proba- 
ble that  as  a  resylt  of  labor  and  fuel 
shortage  the  total  copper  production 
will,  bo  -  about   .lia,000,000     poonda. 
which,  although   It  is   less  by   4.000.- 
000    pounds    than    the    IBIO    produc- 
Uon. is  etill  greatly  in  excess  of  any 
other    previous    year     of    production. 
The   establishment   of  an   electrolytic 
copper  refining  plant  at  Trail,  which 
began    active    operations    during    the 
later  ^toionths  of  1910,  and  conUnued 
throughout    1917.   has    been    an    im- 
portant   step    In    the    development   of 
the   policy    of    domestic    refining    of 
our  metal  ores. 

Nickel 
The  nickel-copper  ores  of  the  Sud- 
bury   district    in     Ontario,     within     a 
few    hours'    Journey    of    Toronto,    are 
the      most     Important      metalliferous 
ores  found  In  Canada  both  in  respect 
to    annual    production     and     actually 
proved   resourcea      Though  the   most 
ImporUnt,    to   the   extent  at   least   of 
98    per   cent   of  the   total   production, 
this  district  Is  not  the  only  Canadian 
source    of    nickel,    since    similar    ores 
are  mined  near  Aleco  Station  on  the 
Porcupine    branch    of    the     Temiska- 
mlng    and     Northern     Ontario     Rail- 
way,  and    the    metal    Is   recovered    In 
important  quantities  from  the  silver- 
cobalt  ores  of  the  Cobalt  district.    It 
may  perhaps  assist  In  a  realization  of 
Canada's  resources  in  nickel  to  point 
out  that  these  sources  In  Canada  out- 
side    the     Sudbury     field,     vis.:     The 
Alexo    mine    and     the    Cobalt    mines 
are  producing  more  nickel  than  Nor- 
way.  Oermany.    the  United  States,   or 
any    of    the    other    world's   nickel    de- 
posiu,    with    the    exception    of     New 
Caledonia. 

Before  the  war  the  total  Canadian 
production  Increased  from  21,000.000 
pounds  in  1907  to  49.600.000  pounds 
In  1913,  a  remarkable  development. 
The  early  months  of  1914  promised  a 
falling  output,  but  with  the  war  the 
annual  production  has  Increased  from 
45,500.000  pounds  in  1914  to  68,308.- 
000  in  1916;  82.958.000  pounds  In 
1916  and  84,800.000  pounds  in  1917. 
National  control  of  these  resources 
In    the    Interest    of    the    Empire    has

The  re- 
port of  the  Royal  Ontario  Nickel 
Commission,  published  during  the 
yaar.  is  the  moat  complete  and  valu- 
able document,  not  only  on  the  nick- 
el resources  of  Canada,  but  on  the 
nickel  resources  of  the  world,  that 
has  yet  appeared. 
I  Sliver 

The   Cobalt   district   placed   Canada 
well  up  amongst  the  silver  producing 
countries  of  the  world,  but  a  maxi- 
mum was  reached  In   1910.  when  the 
total    production    exceeded    32,869,000 
ounces.      Since    that    date    there    has 
been  a  slow  but  steady  decline   to  a 
total    of    26,459,000    ounces    in    1910, 
and  probably  not  more  than  23,600,- 
000  ounces  In  1917.     During  the  past 
three  years  the  silver  output  in  Brit- 
ish Columbia,  the  only  ImporUnt  sil- 
ver-producing   province    outside    On- 
tario,   has    varied    between    3.150.000 
and    3,666,000    ouncea      This    produc- 
tion Is  obtained  chiefly  in  association 
with    lead   and    copper   ores   and   will 
naturally  fluctuate   with    the   produc- 
tion of  these  metals. 
Gold 
The  question  has  been  raised  as  to 
whether    gold     mining     Is     necessary 
during  the  war.     Mr.  J.  Parke  Chan- 
nlng  In   the    Engineering  and    Mining 
Journal,    December    8.    observes    that 
the    president    of     the     Dome     Mines, 
Ltd..  has  Issued  a  notice  to  the  stock- 
holders  and    the    public,    stating    that 
on   account   of  the   high   cost  of  sup- 
plies  and    the   difficulty     of    securing 
labor,  their  mines  will  cease  produc- 
Uon   for   the   present.      Mr.    Channing 
suggests    that    In    the    United    States 
and   Canada,  at   least,    the   labor  and 
supplies    being    used    In    gold    mining 
might    more    profitably    be    employed 
In  other  industries.     Certalp  It  Is  that 
gold   mining  occupies  a  unique   posl- 
Uon    In    times    of    high    and    Inflated 
prices    for     labor    and     commodities. 
Our    gold    mines,    or    many    of    them, 
have  tieaeed   paying   dividends,  never- 
theless,  the   principal   gold    producing 
mines  have  continued  In  active  oper- 
ations     with      an       output       possibly 
12,000,000   less  than   that  of   1916. 

In  1916  the  total  gold  production 
was  valued  at  $19,234,976,  which  In- 
cluded $4,964,831  derHed  from  allu- 
vial, or  placer,  workings:  $10,480.- 
661  In  bullion,  and  $4,644,255  from 
ores  and  concentrates  sent  to  smel- 
teries.

These  two  metals  may  bo  discuss- 
ed under  the  same  heading,  sinco  tha 
principal  ores   from   which   they  are 
produced  to  Canada,  vis.,  galena  and 
xlnc-biende,  have  for  the  most     {ksrt 
been  found  in  close  assoctaUon.      In 
fact,   this  Intermixing  of  the  ores  by 
nature    has    been     most     unfortunate 
for   tha   miner,   and   has  had   a   ten- 
dency   towards   restricting   tho     mar- 
keting of  both  products.  Where  both 
minerals  are  found  In  the  same  oro 
body    a    separaUon     by     mechanical 
means  must  be  attempted,  since  the 
zlno    smelter    will    not    pay    for     any 
lead,    nor    the    lead    smelter    for   any 
sine.       Moreover,     the     lead     smelter 
wUl    penalize    the   shipper   If    his   ore 
exceeds    8    per    cent    In    zinc,    and    In 
October  great  consternation  was  cre- 
ated  among    the    lead-ore   miners   of 
British     Columbia     when     the     Trail 
smeltery  announced  that  it  would  not 
accept    lead    ores    carrying    in    excess 
of   4   per  cent  zinc. 

Canada  has  been  producing  elec- 
trolytlcally  refined  lead  for  many 
years  at  Trail.  B.C..  but  the  produc- 
tion of  refined  zinc  In  Canada  has 
been  placed  on  a  commercial  basis 
only  since  the  war.  a  large  electro- 
lytic zinc  refinery  having  been  built 
at  Trail  by  the  Consolidated  Mining 
&  Smelting  Co.  This  refinery  began 
commercial  production  during  the 
latter  part  of  1916,  and  has  been  ac- 
tive throughout  the  past  year  pro- 
ducing zinc  of  an  exceptionally  high 
grade. 

The  production  of  lead  In  1916 
waa  41.497.615  pounds,  the  principal 
sources  of  production  being  the  ga- 
lena ores  of  the  Kootenay  districts 
In  southeastern  British  Columbia, 
supplemented  by  small  productions 
from  the  Yukon,  from  one  or  two 
mines  in  Ontario,  and  from  mines  at 
Notre  Dame  des  Ange   In  Quebec. 

The  production  In  '1917  has  ex- 
ceeded that  of  1916,  notwithstanding 
the  temporary  cessation  of  lead- 
buying  by  the  Imperial  Munitions 
Board.  In  Eastern  Canada  lead  ores 
have  been  smelted  a.\  Kingston  and 
at  Oaletta  and  mining  in  Quebec  has 
continued  actively.  The  total  for 
1917    Is   56,000.000    pounds. 

The  production  of  zinc  In  1916,  in- 
cluding refined  metal  produced  in 
Canada,  together  with  an  estimate  of 
recoverable  zinc  exported,  was.  ac- 
cording to  the  Dominion  Mlnen  De- 
partment reports,  about  23.500.000 
pounds.  The  zinc  refinery  at  Trail 
has  treated  but  little  other  zinc  ore 
than  that  from  the  Company's  Sul- 
livan mines,  and  exports  to  United 
States  smelteries  have  continued  as 
usual.

Otbar  metals  of  which  Canada  Is 
contributing  Important  quantiUes  for 
war  needs  Include  chromium,  cobalt 
and  molybdenum,  and  for  each  of 
these  producte  there  is  reason  to  be- 
lieve tha  producUon  of  ItlC  has 
been  axooeded  during  the  past  year. 

In  ehromo  ore  mining,  which  is 
conflnod  to  the  Eastern  Townships, 
Quebec,  the  successful  development 
of  a  mine  at  St.  Cyr,  In  Richmond 
County,  by  the  Quebec  Asbestos  & 
Chrome  Co..  has  been  of  special  sig- 
nificance as  indlcaUng  the  further 
possiblliUes  of  the  district.  Cobalt 
is  being  recovered  as  a  by-product 
in  the  smelting  of  our  Northern  On- 
tario silver  ores,  and  these  ores  con- 
tinue as  the  principal  source  of  the 
world's  present  supply  of  cobalt, 
which  is  recovered  as  refined  meUl 
and  In  the  form  of  various  salte  and 
alloys. 

Molybdenum     production     in     1916 
was   about    159.000    pounds     of     sul- 
phide   of    molybdenum    contained    In 
concentratea     The  search  for  molyb- 
denum   ores   has   resulted    In   the   ex- 
ploitaUon     of     many     deposits     from 
Nova    Scotia    to     British      Columbia, 
but    the    principal      producers      have 
been   the   Moss   mine  at  Quyon,   near 
the    Ottawa    River    In    Quebec    Prov- 
ince,  and   deposits   near   Mt.   8L    Pat- 
rick,   south    of    Renfrew    In    Ontario 
During  1917,  the  mine  at  Quyon  was 
sold    to     the     Dominion    Molybdenite 
Mines,   Limited,   and   a   large   amount 
of   diamond    drilling    was    undertaken 
to    determine    the    extent    of    the    ore 
deposit.  Amongst  the  newer  develop- 
ments    during     the     year,     those     at 
Squaw    Lake    In    Huddersfield    town- 
ship.  Quebec,  appear  to   be  of  great- 
est promise.     The  Imperial  Munitions 
Board     has     continued      to     purchase, 
on  behalf  of  the  British  Oovernment, 
almost  the  entire  producUon,  both  in 
the    form      of      molybdenite    concen- 
trates     and      ferro-molybdenum.    this 
most    important      steel      alloy    being 
manufactured   In   electric   furnaces  at 
Orlllla  and  at  Belleville.

When  the  demand  for  coal  ex- 
ceeds the  available  supply,  not  mere- 
ly In  a  few  localities,  but  widely  over 
the  continent  of  America,  and  reach- 
ing the  proportions  of  a  fuel  famine 
in  portions  of  Europe,  a  shortage 
measured  by  hundreds  of  millions  of 
tons,  the  seriousness  of  the  situation 
Is  pressed  home  to  the  Individual 
who  Is  unable  to  obtain  suffloient

Wa  are  oa  tha  varge  of  that 
situ.atloa  to  Canada  today,  notwith- 
standing our  enormous  ooal  rssourcea, 
Th«  fact  that  Canada's  largest  de/ 
posiu  of  ooal  are  situated  to  the  tsr 
East  and  West,  and  it  has  been  moro 
convenl*nt  to  import  tha  requirements 
of  the  central  provinces  from  tha  coal 
fields  of  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio,  ex- 
plains the  fact  that  Canada's  coal 
producUon  has  been  only  60  per  cent 
of  consumption. 

The  Uuvest  quantity  of  coal  mined 
In  any  one  year  was  16,011.171  short 
tons  in  191X,  and  the  second  largest 
production  was  14.481.S9B  tons  mined 
In  1916.  Should  the  production  dar- 
ing 1917  not  reach  the  record  of  1913. 
or  even  last  year's  output,  and  a  study 
of  the  record  of  production  during  the 
first  ten  months  of  the  year  published 
by  the  Mines  Branch  at  Ottawa  does 
not  give  promise  of  a  total  much  in 
excess  of  14.000.000  tons.  It  shoyld  not 
be  forgotten  that  the  mining  com- 
munity, and  particularly  the  coal 
mining  Industry,  has  contributed  In 
large  degree  to  the  valiant  forces  that 
have  gone  overseas. 

There  has  been  a  cr>-lng  call  for 
labor  to  operate  the  mines.  Failure 
of  railways  to  provide  cars  to  move 
the  coal  and  strikes  have  also  re- 
stricted the  output.

f Blown  Up  by  Mine  and 
Captured  dy  Germans 


Officer-Author  Tells  of  Thrilling  Experiences  Dur- 
'     ing  German  Bombardment  and  of  His  Treat- 
ment After  Being  Taken  Prisoner — Finds 
Comrades  Among  Those  Captured 


I  don't  know  poalUvely,  but  I  be- 
Itove  tiMt  the  machine  runner  sot 
two  of  the  men  that  were  with  rae 
— they  were  only  a  short  distance 
'away,  and  I  nerer  saw  them  rise 
from  the  ground  when  the  bombard- 
ment waa  over.  As  we  lay  there 
hoplnv  the  boeche  machine  sunner 
was  not  a  very  rood  shot,  we  dis- 
tracted ourselves  by  watching  the 
"crumps"  (large  high  explosive 
■hells)  light  around  us.  These  you 
can  often  see  during  the  last  hun- 
dred feet  of  their  flight.  They  are 
-'^ravelling  so  fast  that  they  have 
the  appearance  of  being  very  much 
sliorter"~"'t than  they  really  ar^  al- 
though their  diameter  doen  not  ap- 
pear altered.  It  was  fascinating  to 
watch  them  shooting  at  all  angles, 
and  to  see  the  dirt  and  bits  of 
trench  fly  in  the  air  as  the  terriflc 
explosion  came. 


the    old    trenches,    and    not    a'  living 
man  was  to  be  seen  anywhere. 
Rel«a«ed  Mr.   Wells 

We  came  to  a  sort  of  lean-to 
dug-out  which  had  received  a  direct 
hit,  and  in  the  wrec)<age  I  found 
Mr.  Wells  with  his  feet  pinned  down 
by  revetting  material.  With  him 
were  one  or  two  dead  and  very 
seriously  wounded  men.  Mr.  Wells 
himself  was  very  much  dased.  He 
had  had  his  ear-drumH  so  badly 
damaged  that  he  could  hardly  hear 
me  when  1  spoke  to  hlin.  I  had 
enough  Hirongth  left  to  leleuwe  his 
legs,  and  we  decided  Vt  cross  the 
little  stretch  of  niursh/  Rround 
which  lay  between  us  and  Observat- 
ory Itldge.  We  were  staggering 
along  together  when  the  sharp 
crack!  crack!  crack!  of  a  German 
"typewriter"      caused      us      to      look 


ground  which  had  been  torn  up  by 
shell  (Ire,  and  were  fortunately  pay- 
ins  more  attention  to  where  they 
stepped  than  to  us.  Every  man  had' 
his  rifle  slung  across  hiu  back.  They 
knew  that  there  would  be  no  one 
left  to  offer  any  resistance.  They 
wore  a  look  of  pride  and  confidence 
which  almost  approached  Joy.

My  heart 
sank  within  me.  There  was  a  brand 
nev-  German  trench  almost  complet- 
ed, and  fairly  briatUng  with  Huns. 
It  was  only  a  few  yards  away,  but 
it  lay  between  us  and  Blighty.  Had 
we  been  stronger  we  might  have 
been  able  to  Jump  the  trench  and 
make  a  dash  for  it.  It  would  have 
been  a  million  to  one  chance,  but 
as  It  was,  we  were  no  weak  through 
the  loiM  of  blood  that  we  could 
never  have  crossed  this  new  German 
trenih  had  there  been  no  one  there 
to  hinder  us.

8udd»rtly  about  12  o'clock  we  were 
aware  of  the  fact  that  the  bom- 
bardment had  ceamd.

It  wag  still  as  the  tomb  of  death. 
There  was  not  even  the  crack  of  a 
rifle  to  break  the  ntlllness.  It  was  all 
so  strange  after  the  terriflc  row  that 
l^id  been  going  on  all  morning,  that 
we  did  not  know  whether  we  were 
ftllve  or  dead.  1  actually  did  be- 
lieve for  a  minute  that  I  had  gone 
to  heaven  and  that  that  was  the  rea- 
son .there  was  no  noise.  1  probably 
flattered  myself  regarding  my  fu- 
ture destination,  but'  that  was  the 
feeling  I  had. 
<  Rudely  Dispelled

We  hand- 
ed f)vcr  our  clasp  knives  and  told  hlni

on.  The  other  iirisoners  had  been 
taken  back  long  before  this,  and  as 
we  were  alone  we  esi-aped  the  offlcial 
examination   and   search. 

As  we  siowly  i>lcked  our  way 
urro.K.s  what  had  oner  hc  =  n  our  sys- 
tem of  defence  wo  were  horrified  to 
note  the  havoc  that  had  been 
wrought  by  the  bonioardment.  No- 
where did  we  see  a  piece  of  trench 
that  had  not  been  completely  oblit- 
erated. There  were  dead  every- 
where. In  most  ca.ies  they  were 
n<tt  lying  on  the  top  of  the  Bround, 
hut  wo  i-ould  see  legs  and  arms  pro- 
liufling  here  and  there.  Dugouts 
that  we  had  thought  f|ulte  safe  had 
been  crushed  In  like  cardboard  box- 
es. I  was  glad  \vhen  we  icacliod 
what  had  once  been  No  Man's  Land 
■ind  had  left  this  horrible  scene  be- 
hind. 

In  a  German  Trench 

About  half  way  up  the  German 
front  line  we  entered  a  new  com- 
munication trench,  which  was  being 
duK    feverishly    to   join    up    their    new 


as    well    as    possible.       He    was      very  ] 

weak    from    shock,     and       by    a    little   |    ticnch     with     the    old    system.     1     had 


shifting  we  maniKcil  to  get  him 
Into  a  more,  oi-  less  comfortable 
position  In  the  bottom  of  the  shell 
hole. 

Sprig  for  n  Splint 
I  was  in  a  filthy  slate.  My  left 
sleeve  and  the  left  side  of  my  tunic 
and  breeches  were  .«oaked  with 
blood.  Wells  helped  me  pull  up  my 
sleeve,  and  I  examined  my  wound. 
I  found  that  the  hole  where  the 
bullet  had  come  out  was  about  three 
Inches  In  diameter.  It  had  evidently 
struck  one  or  both  bones,  fiattened 
itself  out.  and  on  emerging  had 
torn  out  pieces  of  bone,  flesh  and 
tendons,  and  the  blood  was  flowing 
freely.  If  I  ha<l  not  felt  so  weak 
and  sick  1  would  have  examined 
with  interest  "  the  Interior  workings 
of  a  man's  forearm.  My  first 
thought  was  of  the  lectures  in  first 
aid  given  by  Capt.  Stanley  Mills  of 
the  35th  Battalion.  I  knew  that  the 
correct  thing  to  do  was  to  put  on  a 
splint.  Capt.  Mills  had  given  us 
great  scope  In  the  selection  of 
spllntH,  but,  unfortunately,  none  of 
the  articles  recommended  were  to  be 
had   In   this  one   lilllc  shell   hole.   The 


hit.  but  this  was  the  last  straw.  We 
Just  had  enough  strength  to  crawl 
Into  a  shell  hole  on  the  edge  of 
which   wc   were  lying. 

Our"  artillery  opened  fire  and 
shrapnel  sUrted  to  burst  all 
around  us.  There  was  the  oc- 
casional cimrk  of  a  rifle'from  Observ- 
atory Ridge,  but  our  hearts  sank 
when  we  noticed  how  intermittent  the 
fire  was.  We  knew  hut  no  body  of 
supports  had  been  sble  to  get  up 
alive  through  the  German  barrage 
lire.  We  hoped  that  every  craok  of 
a  rifle  meant  a  Hun  dowiv  and  we 
curved  our  luck  that  we  had  not  time 
to  go  back  to  our  dug-out  for  oor 
revolvers.  We  might  have  accounted 
for  one  or  two,  but  if  wo  had,  this 
story  would  probably  never  have  been 
wrlttetk 

As  we  lay  there  In  tbe  shell  hole 
scversl  groups  of  Huiw  passed  quite 
close  to  us.  They  wore  advancing 
•Wwly  over     tAe     aWiunry     uaeveu 


only  thing  I  could  find  was  a  tiny, 
mossy  sprig  hardly  strong  enough  to 
support  a  canary.  I  took  out  my  field 
dressing  and  with  one  hand  and  my 
teeth  did  the  best  I  coul«f  to  stop  the 
flow  of  blood  and  bind  the  litAle  twig 
to  nty  arm.  I  happened  toS|ave  a 
large  silk  handkerchief  which  1  knot- 
ted Into  a  sling  and  then  sought  a 
comfortable  position  in  which  to 
await    developments. 

ESacmy  a  Few  Tnrde  Awny 

Wells  produced  from  his  pocket 
some  gelatine  wafers  of,,  a  soothing 
drug  which  we  both  took.  I  produced 
my     flask  of  whiskey       from 

which  we  each  took  a  pull.  We  felt 
better  nnd  stealthily  lit  a  cigarette, 
carefully  blowing  the  smoke  down 
to  the  ground.  We  expected  a 
l>omb  any  minute,  but  as  this  did  not 
come  we  continued  smoking  until 
we  had  finished  the  few  otgsrettee 
I  had.     We  mttat  have  stent  for  eome 


never  before  been  In  a  (Jerman  trench 
and  I  gazed  with  awe  at  the  wonder- 
ful revetting  work  to  be  seen  every- 
where. The  walls  of  the  front  line 
were  built  of  logs  laid  one  on  top  of 
the  other.  The  fire  bays,  fire  steps, 
traverses,  etc.,  were  as  carefully  and 
strongly  built  as  though  they  had 
been  M-ompleted  before  the  war  be- 
gan. The  communication  trenches 
were  remarkably  deep  and  Just  as 
well  constructed.  At  short  distances 
they  were  covered  over  by  logs  form- 
ing shelters  under  which  men  could 
take  cover  in  case  of  shell  fire.  Their 
communication  wires  were  neatly 
fastened  to  insulators  screwed  Into 
the  log  walls,  and  had  evidently  been 
put  there  to  stay.  In  one  or  two 
places  only  did  we  notice  the  effect 
of  our  own  artillery  fire.  Even  a 
direct  hit  seemed  to  do  very  little 
damage  to  these  trenches,  which  were 
so  strongly  built. 

The  whole  of  the  German  system 
of  defence  at  this  point  was  con- 
sti-ucted  in  a  wooded  section  of  coun- 
try which  sloped  gently  down  toward 
Menln. 

System  of  Klgn  Boards 

When  we  reached  their  second  line 
of  defence  we  saw  a  large  signboard 
painted  In  a  peculiar  manner,  which 
we  learned  later  was  to  be  found  at 
every  Junction  of  .i  communication 
trench  with  the  second  line,  and  was 
a  guide  In  cane  a  man  did  not  know 
exactly  where  he  was  in  the  system. 
We  found  similar  signboards  painted 
in  different  colors  when  we  reached 
the  third  line.  At  these  Junction 
points  we  could  see  the  entrances  to 
large  dug-outs  evidently  full  of  men 
and  at  the  mouth  i>f  which  there  was 
always  a  sentry  posted,  who  acted  an 
R  traffic  control.  We  were  going  very 
slowly  on  account  of  our  weak  con- 
dition, lint  we  soon  overtook  one  of 
our  own  i-.ten,  who  seemed  to  be  mak- 
InK  his  way  along  the  trench  alone. 
He  had  a  horrible  wound  in  his  thigh 
part  of  the  flesh  having  been  shot 
away.  But  no  u>»»e  was  there  to  carry 
htm.  Hewaft/forced  to  make  his  way 
alowg^sTBest  he  could,  clutching  at 
the  sides  of  the  trench.  We  wanted 
to  stay  with  him  nnd  try  and  help 
him,  but  our  gnanl  would  n  it  allnw 
this.  Mc  wii.s  rvidenlly  thinking  of 
his  own  skin,  and  wanted  to  get  otit 
of  the  range  of  our  artillery,  which 
was  dropping  shells  along  the  com- 
munication trench.  We  met  several 
parties  of  men  going  towards  the 
front  line,  evidently  to  take  over  the 
trenches  which  had  heen  newly  dug. 
Huns  Were  Nervous 
They  all  seemed  In  mortal  terror 
of  a  shell,  and  whenever  one  came 
screaming  overhead  they  would  either 
"flop"  in  the  trench  or  rush 
for  cover.  We  had  become  more  or 
less  accustomed  to  artillery  Are.  We 
had  had  plenty  of  it  all  that  day 
and  the  few  shells  that  were  drop- 
ping there  did  not  appear  to  us  as 
serious.  We  could  not  help  smil- 
ing at  these  Huns,  and  hoped  that 
all  the  rest  of  them  had  Just  as  bad 
nerves. 

After  what  seemed  an  eternity  we 
entered  a  dressing  station  which  was 
an  enormous  concrete  dug-out  with 
a  long  passace  down  the  centre  and 
about  four  rooms  on  either  side. 
After  waiting  some  time  we  were 
taken  to  a  room  where  two  German 
doctors  In  white  coats  were  work- 
ing on  German  wounded.  One  of 
them  silt  up  my  sleeve,  dressed  my 
wound  and  applied  a  wire  splint. 
He  gave  me  a  white  cotton  sling, 
and  asked  me  If  1  would  like  a  drink 


of  oofEec.  Oar  eonveraatleo  waa  in 
Oerraan.  U  I  cou|d  luiTe  eBtd  It  in 
hii  tongiMWt.  T  mtmia — haw    aekart. 


"Does  a  duck  swim?**  I  was  never 
so  thirsty  in  my  Uffe.  I  kad  limd 
nothing  to  cat  or  drink  since  the 
day  before,  and  when  he  handed  a 
l*rce  Juc  <a  acorn  eolTee  without 
socar  or  milk  I  finished  it  off  in 
about  three  gulpe.  and  held  out  the 
mug  for  more.  It  was  the  finest 
thing  I  had  ever  tasted. 

lioat  the  HandkercMer 

After  one  more  drink  I  was  sent 
from  this  room  to  another  where  I 
awaited  Wells.  I  discovered  that  the 
doctor  had  taken  my  silk  handker- 
chief which  had  saved  me  an  end- 
less amount  of  torture  In  walking 
down  the  communication  trench.  I 
tried  to  get  It  back  but  was  unable 
to  do  so. 

Before  long  we  continued  our 
dreary  march.  We  had  not  gone  far 
when  we  came  to  a  house  fence  about 
20  feet  high  constructed  of  log»*upon 
the  top  of  which  we  could  see  numer- 
ous machine  gun  emplacements.  This 
fence  was  in  front  of  a  large  engi- 
neer's dump,  and  was  evidently  used 
as  a  screen,  so  that  the  men  could 
work  behind  it  by  electric  light  with- 
out being  observed  from  our  line.  We 
at  length  emerged  from  the  trenches 
and  the  wood.  The  flrst  thing  I  no- 
ticed was  a  white  cross  bearing  the 
word  "Englander."  It  was  probably 
some  poor  devil  who  had  fallen  in 
the  second  battle  of  Tpres. 

We  were  taken  into  a  second 
dressing  station  which  was  even  more 
elaborate  than  the  first.  It  was  built 
of  concrete  covered  with  ten  or  twelve 
feet  of  earth  on  which  grass  was 
growing.  The  dressing  station  was 
not  underground,  but  the  floor  was 
about  six  feet  below  the  ground  level, 
in  front  were  steps  leading  down  to 
a  small  paved  courtyard  on  which 
stretcher  cases  were  laid  while  wait- 
ing   the    attention    of    the    doctor    In- 


oabha«e  leaf  ehemlisaUy  treated,  but 
they  lasted  good  to  ua.  Three  of  tlieae 
■rs  tssnad  to  the  f^armsn  solrtiatn-aa- 


pmrt  of  their  daily  rationa. 

It  was  quite  dark  as  the  little  train 
wandered  slowly  back  past  numerous 
gun  positions  from  which  there  came 
unceastngly  the  lone  red  toague  of 
flame  as  the  guns  flred. 

We  often  turned  around  to  take  a 
look  at  the  place  on  which  the  artil- 
lery was  directing  its  Are.  The  ground 
sloped  gradually  up  to  the  front  line 
trenches.  The  whole  sky  line  was 
brilliantly  lit  by  the  flash  of  explod- 
ing shells.  Illuminating  bangs  and  red 
and  green  S.  O.  S.  signal  lights  which 
were  continually  going  up  all  along 
the  line.  We  knew  by  this  that  our 
artilleo'  was  pounding  the  new  Ger- 
man trenches,  and  that  they  had 
the  "wind  up."  The  display  was 
wonderful  to  watch,  but  we  knew 
only  too  well  what  a  terrible  night 
ft  meant  for  .all  those  In  the  front 
line. 

About  midnight  we  arrived  at 
what  we  Judged  lo  bo  Menln.  Here 
we  found  some  more  of  our  wound- 
ed, and  we  were  all  pll&d  Into  a  mo- 
tor bus.  We  were  again  seated  on 
wooden  benches  and  packed  In  like 
sardines.  Near  the  door  were  two 
or  three  German  sentrlcTs  with  fixed 
bayonets. 

A  Sickly  Bnglne 

The  engine  of  the  bus  was  so  weak 
that  it  could  not  start  without  assist- 
ance. Several  German  soldiers  were 
ordered  out  to  lend  a  hand  and  with 
the  aid  of  many  guttural  oaths  they 
at  last  got  the  old  Ark  moving.  The 
driver  dared  not  slow  down  for  fear 
he  never  would  get  started  again,  and 
we  bumped  along  over  railway  tracks 
and  ruts  In  the  road.  The  continual 
Jaring  gave  rise  to  many  a  mufTled 
groan  from   those  inside.    . 

Kortimalely  the  journev  aci-oss  the 
town  was  not  long,  and  we  loon  ar- 
rived    at     the     main    railway    station.

.\  Canadian  Captain 

Here  I  saw  a  Canadian  captain  l.\lng 
on  a  stretcher  wltj)  his  head  wrapped 
up  In  bloody  bandages.  I  could  not 
see  his  face  for  bandages,  and  unfor- 
tunately he  was  unconscious,  so  T 
could  not  find  out  who  he  was.  At 
this  dressing  station  we  were  given 
an  Injection  against  tetanus,  and  a 
rag  was  tied  on  to  us  Indicating  this 
fact,  the  nature  and  date  of  our 
wotinds,  and  the  treatment  given.  A 
second  and  more  substantial  splint 
was  put  on  my  arm.  When  the  doc- 
tor had  finished  with  us  we  went  out- 
side and  sat  down  to  await  the  de- 
parture of  the  small  engineer  train 
which  was  lo  take  us  further  on  our 
Journey.  The  Hun  who  had  brought 
us  down  received  a  certificate  to  the 
effect  that  he  had  turned  over  his 
prisoners.  He  said  good-bye  to  us, 
and  regretted  the  fact  that  he  had 
to  go  back  to  the  front  line  again, 
from  which  he  seemed  to  have 
doubts  about  returning.  We  breath- 
ed a  henrt-felt  prayer  that  he  would 
not,  nor  any  of  the  others  with 
him. 

For  half  an  hour  or  so  as  we  sat  by 
the  dressing  station  wondering  what 
our  fate  was  to  be.  Our  minds  In- 
advertently wandered  back  to  the 
hours  of  strain  that  we  had  Just 
come  through,  and  as  in  a  dream, 
the  horrible  sights  we  had  witnessed 
passed  rapidly  before  our  eyes.  We 
could  not  help  thinking  of  all  the 
men  we  knew  so  well  who  had  gone 
West,  and  wondered  what  had  hap- 
pened lo  our  friends  in  other  parts 
of  the  line.  It  did  not  seem  pos- 
sible that  the  whole  regiment,  and 
perhaps  the  division,  had  suffered 
such  terrible  losses  as  our  own  com- 
pany had  endured. 

We  were  rudely  awakened  from 
our  reverie  by  being  ordered  to  climb 
Into  a  truck  of  4he  little  train  stand- 
ing on  the  tracks  of  the  engineers' 
railway  close  by.  The  train  consisted 
of  a  small  engine  and  four  cars  which 
were  about  Ave  feel  wide  and  ten  feet 
long,  and  closed  In  lo  the  height  of 
two  feet.  On  either  side  was  a 
wooden  bench.  It  was  only  a  step 
from  the  ground  up,  but  that  was 
more  than  I  could  manage  In  my 
weak  condition.  Two  f;ermHn  offi- 
cers, who  had  been  standing  close  by. 
saw  my  predicament,  and  gave  me 
a  hoist  up.  I  was  so  grateful  for  this 
little  attention  that  I  gave  them  my 
gas  masks  as  souvenirs.  I  expected  to 
have  them  taken  from  me  so  did  not 
mind  giving.,  them  to  someone  who 
had  been  kind  to  me. 

For  Parts  rnknown 

Before  long  the  train  wss  loaded, 
and  we  started  off  for  parts  unknown. 
Slttlnc  acrees  from  Wells  and  myself 
was  a  llitle  fair  German  who  was  In 
a  terrible  state  of  shell  shock.  On 
either  side  was  a  big  burty  chap  hold- 
ing him  by  the  arm.  At  frequent  in- 
terv^  the  little  fellow  would  roll 
his  eyes  and  writhe  In  a  frantic  at- 
tempt to  escape  from  his  guar  da  We 
could  not  help  feeling  sorry  for  him. 
but  ty«re  iSad  to  know  that  our  artil- 
lery Was  fivinc  them  a  little  of  thiOr 
own  hack 

Thara  liirare  also  a  few  slightly 
wountfe9  Germans  on  the  train,  and 
some  others,  evidently  going  back  on 
duty  of  some  sort.  They  seemed  high- 
ly pleased  about  It.  and  lU  up  thefr 
pipes  and  cigars.  One  man  stttinc 
next  to  OS  .%r;<s  apparently  Interested, 
and  seeing  by  the  looks  on  our  t»cm 
that  we  were  dying  for  a  smoke  gave 
us  each  a  rigar.  We  murmured 
"Ranke  scfion"  and  Ht  up.  They 
were  nithy  weede.  pr«fbably  made  of 


As  we  passed  along  the  platform  we 
crfme  to  the  half -open  door  of  the 
main  waiting  room  In  which  we  could 
sec  more  of  our  men.  My  heart 
Jumped  with  excitement.  I  knew  that 
if  we  got  in  there,  some  of  them 
might  be  able  to  give  me  some  Infor- 
mation about  my  brother-in-law,  and 
also  some  of  my  other  friends  In  the 
regiment.  However  we  were  not  al- 
lowed to  stop.  We  concluded  that 
these  men  were  less  severely  wound- 
ed, and  that  the  German  mania  for 
system  and  classification  would 
not  permit  of  our  being  mixed  with 
them. 

Wo  were  taken  to  a  small  wood- 
en building  filled  with  tables  and 
benches  where  we  were  told  to  sit 
down.  We  sighed  with  relief,  for  wc 
saw  we  were  lo  be  given  food. 

The  room  was  lit  by  electric  light, 
and  for  the  flrst  time  we  were  able 
to  look  around  and  see  who  were 
with  us.  Bitting  next  to  me  was  an 
officer  of  the  1st  C.  M.R.,  who  was 
badly  wounded  In  the  head.  On  the 
other  side  was  Wells,  and  not  far 
awriy.-  Barcla>.  whom  I  had  not  seen 
since  shortly  after  the  mine  went  up. 
Across  the  table  was  a  rrfan  with  his 
Jaw  badly  shattered.  They  were  a 
sad  looking  crew,  covered  with  bloody 
bandages,  and  very  pale.  Nobody 
spoke  much.  They  were  all  thinking 
too    hard    of    how    different    it    might 


■ftpgme. — Wh«  wouldn't  he  hsV 
Ktven  for  an  egr-nog  aad  «  straw! 

When  the  banquet  was  over  w4 
an  searched  our  pockets  for  cigar-* 
ettes.  Thoee  who  had  them  broke 
them  up  into  two,  or  even  three 
piecee,  so  that  everyone  might  hava 
a  smoke.  I  racked  my  brains  and  at 
length  produced  the  sentence.  "Dur- 
fen  air  cigaretien  kaufenT'  (May  we 
buy  some  cigarettes  ?^  but  gathered 
from  the  reply  to  this  that  the  clgai* 
stores  of  the  town  didn't  stay  open 
all  night,  so  we  settled  down  to  await 
the   next   move. 

"Engrllshmen,   Come  Oat" 

Fortunately  we  did  not  have  long 
to  wait.  A  German  Fcldwebel  (scr- 
gnant-major)  appeared  in  the  door- 
way and  shouted  "Englander  heraus" 
(Englishmen,  <-onte  out).  Our  little 
party  was  loaded  into  one  lar  dimly 
lit  by  a  lantern.  Down  one  side  wat 
a  narrow  passageway  giving  access 
to  the  eternal  wooden  bench — this 
time  however  with  a  back  to  lean 
against.  Every  seal  was  so  full  that 
we  had  to  sit  up  perfectly  straight. 
We  were  awfully  tired  and  wanted  to 
curl  up  somewhere  and  sleep,  but 
there  was  no  hope  of  that. 

All  night  the  train  crawled  along. 
About  4  a.m.  It  stopped  for  some  time 
In  a  large  city  In  Belgium,  where  a 
few  men.  Judged  in  a  dying  condition, 
were  put  off.  We  could  see  the 
stretchers  being  carried  along  tbo 
platform.  This  was  the  first  indica- 
tion we  had  that  there  were  other 
wounded  prisoners  on  the  train. 

Cold  and  hungry,  wo  watched  the 
dawn  break.  As  we  lay  on  sidlntis 
In  dlflferent  towns  we  saw  tralnloailn 
of  troops,  guns  and  ammunition  nn 
their  way  to  the  western  front.  11h»1 
we  not  been  so  weak  and  tired  we 
might  have  taken  a  great  Inlerost 
in  all  we  saw;  but  as  it  was,  we  sal 
most  of  the  lime  with  our  eyes  half 
closed  enduring  our  pain  as  best  we 
could. 

Comfort  on  Concrete  Floors 

After  what  seemed  an  interminable 
Journey,  at  about  four  p.m.,  we  were 
ordered  out  of  the  train.  We  were 
lined  up  and  counted.  Wells  and  1 
being  the  only  ofDcors,  were  placed 
al  the  head  of  the  parly  which  num- 
bered about  forty.  Like  a  funeial 
procession  we  moved  out  of  the  sta- 
tion to  a  building  close  at  hand  which 
turned  out  lo  be  a  hospital  for  Ger- 
man wounded.  We  were  guided  down 
the  stairs  to  two  rooms  in  the  base- 
ment. One  was  devoid  of  any  furni- 
ture and  had  no  windows,  while  the 
other  had  one  small  window  and  was 
furnished  with  a  single  wooden 
bench.  The  floors  In  both  rooms 
were  of  concrete,  and  on  these  we 
were  Invited  to  make  ourselves  com- 
fortable. 

The  first  thing  I  did  was  to  ask 
one  of  the  guards  If  it  were  possible 
to  buy  any  cigarettes.  Ho  said  It  was 
BO  AV'clls  and  I  checked  ui>  our  ac- 
counts and  found  we  had  about 
thirty  francs  between  us.  We  sub- 
scribed ten,  and  told  him  to  do  the 
best  he  could.  He  got  someone  lo 
relieve  him,  and  shortly  returned 
with  about  six  packages  of  the  filth- 
iest cigarettes  I  ever  smoked.  These 
we  distributed  among  the  men,  and 
everybody   wuh  happy   once   more. 

It  was  here  we  saw  the  first  signs 
of  the  German  Red  Cross.  The  men 
of  this  branch  of  the  German  army 
wear  a  distinctive  uniform  of  a  pecu- 
liar dark  grey  color  with  the  u.^usF 
red  cross  on  the  arm.  Most  of  thepi 
are  kind,  and  us  sympathetic  a*  M 
'15dMic  can   be.      *  -.^ -»•"»'     '  ^  > 

Two  of  these  Red  Cross  men  came 
in  to  see  us  and  noticed  our  lack  <>f 
comfort.  They  at  once  secured 
stretchers,  on  which  the  more  seri- 
ously wounded  could  lie.  During  the 
next  four  or  five  hours  they  brought 
several  more  stretchers,  so  ihat  even- 
tually most  of  us  were  lying  down.  It 
was  a  great  relief.

Sir— The  city's  private  bill  is  di- 
vided Into  three  parts.  The  first  part 
relates  to  the  treasury  certlflcates  or 
bills  now  on  the  New  York  market, 
which,  as  I  pointed  out  on  Thursda}', 
represent  moneys  already  obtained 
and  spent,  and  repayable  under  the 
•ct  from  the  proceeda  of  debentures 
^hlch  It  la  now  Impossible  to  sell. 
This  being  the  only  sofirce  from  which 
the  city  can  obtain  money  to  redeem 
the  treaaury  certificates,  and  that 
source  belnff  abeohitely  blocked  up.  it 
Incomes  necessary  to  renew  the  cer- 
tlflcates  or  Ix>rrow  on  other  short  date 
securities  from  other  sources,  In  order 
to  repay  them  as  they  mature. 

Another  feature  of  the   same   situa- 
tion  Is  this:      Approximately  one  mil- 
lion   dollars    of    the    moneys    borrowed 
under    those   certificates    have    not    yet 
be«n    put    In    the   stiape    of    long    term 
4abentur«s,  whk<h  means  that  approx- 
imately   one    million    dollars    borrowed 
in    New    York,   actiuUly   spent   In   Vic- 
toria,  has  not  yet  been  aasessed  upon 
the  people  who  are  to   pay  the  Inter- 
est  and   the   sinking   funds    necessary 
to  keep  the  debentures  In  good  stand- 
ing.    There   Is  approximately   a  quar- 
ter of  a  million   dollars  yet   to  assess 
and  tax  on  Pandora  Avenue;  approxi- 
mately seventy-five  thousand     dollars 
on    Oak    Bay    Avenue,     approximately 
twenty  thousand  dollara     on     Dundas 
etraet,  approximately  thirty -five  thou- 
sand   dollars    on    Denman    Street,      to 
apeak  only  of  those  which  I  know  of. 
None  of  these  have  been  turned   Into 
the  shape  of  debentures,  and  on  none 
of    them    has   any   local    Improvement 
taxation  been  made  to  cover  this  ex- 
penditure;  and  this  la  a  factor  which 
ought   constantly  to  be  kept  In   mind 
In  discussing  this  phase  of  the  situa- 
tion. 
The  second  phase  of  the  private  bill 
■  la  an  attempt  to  Increaae  the  propor- 
tion   of    Uxes   paid   In    each    year.      It 
aeems  to  me  a  pity  that  so  many  peo- 
ple In  discussing  either  what  has  been 
done  or  what  Is  being  attempted  to  be 
done,  must  necessarily  take  a  fling  at 
the  city  fathers,  and   Intimate   or   in- 
sinuate,   or  directly   charge    that    they 
are  guilty  of  lack  of  knowledge,  or  of 
ability,  or  of  an  earnest  desire  to  hit 
upon  the  right  solutkm.  None  of  these 
things  are  true.     In  the  very  compli- 
cated state  of  raunic^al  flnances,  not 
created    by    the    City    Council    at'   all, 
either  present  or  past,  but  created  by 
the'  force  of  circumstances,    from    the 
{breaking  of   the   boom,    and    the  con- 
tinuance  of    the   war;    there    Is   room 
Tor   Immense  ^ifferenoe   of  opinion   as 
to  the  proper  method  of  handling  the 
present  situation,   and    one   needs     to 
rememhMr     In     giving   any   advice   or 
crltitHam.    that    there    are    numberless 
problems   to    be   dealt  with,   and   that 
any  iphitlon  which  is  not  wide  enough 
to  ti*e  In  and  take  care  of  all  these 
probUgoga   Is    necessarily    not    the   true 
■olut^.     My  correspondence  with  you 
has  (jrty  one  Idea,  and  that  la  to  men- 
tion H,  number  of  the  problems  which 
do  n«.ordlnarlly  occur  to  the  average 
memwr    of    the    general    public.

That  Is  preclaely  the  situation  that 
the  city  Is  oompelled  to  take,  partly  by 
reason  of  tli«  sUtute,  partly  by  reason 
of  tho  force  of  public  opinion.  Tb« 
Hcbool  Board,  for  Instance,  need  and 
request  MOO.OOO  to  run  the  schools  for 
a  year.  There  is  no  poorer  In  the  City 
C<»unell  to  increase  or  decrease  that 
amount.  The  city  on  an  average  col- 
lects M  per  cent  of  ite  Uxes.  or  on 
Hchool  Board  account  collects  $200,000. 
They  must  pay  the  School  Board 
1300,000,  and  the  remainder  must  be 
borrowed.

Some  montha  ago  our  association 
appointed  a  spocial  committee  to 
study  this  matter,  and  th«  following 
extract  from  their  report  n»ay  be  of 
Interest:  "Your  committee  havinc 
very  carefully  considered  the  arrears 
upon  local  improvement  works,  ar- 
rived at  the  conclusion  that  the  great 
majority  of  properties  have  had 
placed  against  them  charges  for  local 
lmpror»-ement  worka  that  have  become 
very  burdensome  to.  carry,  and  we 
would  very  strongly-  reeommend  that 
this  association  should  go  on  record 
as  favoring  the  extension  of  time  for 
payments  under  local  improvement 
by-laws,  to  at  least  double  the  pres- 
ent terms." 

This  association  Is  alao  bringing 
forward  a  proposal  attempting  to 
solve  that  part  of  this  same  tax  de- 
linquency question,  caused  by  the 
Soldiers'  Relief  Act  It  being  under- 
stood that  the  Government  proposes 
to  assist  returned  soldiers  In  some 
way  or  other,  not  yet  decided.  It  seems 
to  the  association  that  the  first  step 
should  be  to  save  the  home  property 
from  sale  for  arrears  of  taxes.  Sure- 
ly It  is  better  to  keep  these  men  in  the 
city  than  give  them  something  in 
perhaps  some  other  part  of  the  coun- 
try. And  the  Oovernment  by  so  doing 
would  be  helping  out  the  city  with  its 
tax  delinquency  troubles  at  the  same 
time.

ing  tacUcs  would  b*  droppod.  and  all 
concentrata  on  winning  the  war.  That 


ot  labor  practically  and  dkipaaaion 
ately,  from  a  pursly  National  (Canad- 
»an)  pofait  of  view,  withoult  any  ques- 
Uon  of  poUtlca. 

So  far  as  I  can  aee  the  following 
are  tha  dangers  which  should  be  safe- 
guarded against: 

1.  The  preservation  of  tha  land  for 
permanent  settlement  by  British  and 
allied    peoples    (white). 

2.  The  prevention  of  having  the 
country  swamped  by  an  unlimited  In- 
flux of  Orlenui  labor,  who.  if  given 
franchise  rights,  might  outvote  the 
limited  white  population  who  have, 
so  far  setUed  In  Britiih  Columbia. 

These  are  fundamenula  which  all 
ministers  must  take  Into  considera- 
tion when  approaching  this  question. 

But.  on  the  other  hand.  British 
Columbia  and  other  parts  of  Canada 
have  enormous  territories  suitable  for 
producing  food  and  mineral  wealth, 
which  are  badly  needed  both  now  and 
after  the  war. 

British  Columbia  today  cannot  pro- 
duce enough  to  feed  Its  own  small 
population,  and  much  of  the  money 
which  waa  borrowed  in  past  years 
for  public  works,  Dominion.  Provin- 
cial and  municipal  have  only  remain- 
ed temporarily  In  the  country,  as  af- 
ter passing  Into  the  wholesalers' 
hands  it  finally  leaves  the  country  to 
pay   for  ^the   imports   of   foodstuffs. 

British  Columbia  also  has  some 
splendid  assets  In  good,  deep  water- 
ways sulUble  for  shipbuilding  and 
other  Industries,  but  has  been  held 
back  for  want  of  cheap  enough  labor 
to  compete  with  other  parts  of  the 
World. 

China  has  a  population  of  over 
400  000.000  who  are  fast  adopUng 
European  Btyie  of  dress,  and  Just 
^ink  of  the  trade  of  supplying  these 
with  ahoes  and  stockings,  coats  and 
collars,  etc.  Every  consul

Sir— The  editorials  upon  the  above 
subject  which  you  have  written  for 
the  past  few  days  are  very  much  to 
the  point  It  Is  quite  time  that  this 
question  should  receive  the  serious 
attention  of  the  City  Council,  and  be 
treated  in  a  business  way. 

The  policy  of  "drift  till  Umes  get 
better"  has  not  proved  a  success,  and 
arrears  of  taxes  have  mounted  to  se- 
rious  proportions. 

It  Is  now  admitted  at  the  CItv  Hall, 
as  long  ago  was  pointed  out  by  the 
Civic  Retrenchment  Association,  that 
the,  sinking  funds  (which  are  In  real- 
ity trust  funds)  are  not  In  a  healthy 
or  satisfactory  condition.

Minister  Oliver  himself  has  cabled 
Food.  Controller  Hanna  that  owjng 
to  shortage  of  farm  labor  It  would  be 
difllcult  for  British  Columbia  to  do 
much  In  the  way  of  Increasing  pro- 
duction, particularly  pork,  and  his 
only  suggestion  has  been  to  exempt 
as  many  farm  hands  as  possible  from 
military  duties,  without  showing  how 
the  reinforcements  are  to  be  obtain- 
ed If  this  were  done. 

It  Is  no  secret  that  the  country  is 
very  short  of  labor,  both  for  farming 
and  for  shipbuilding,  both  of  which 
our  local  papers  have  In  editorials 
tried  to  bring  home  to  the  public. 
Both  are  absolutely  necessary  to  win 
the  war.  The  voice  of  the  public 
has  been  unmistakably  heard  re- 
cently In  the  Dominion  election  that 
we  must  concentrate  to  win  the  war. 
to  which  all  must  make  sacrifices.    ■■ 

Well.  then.  I  presume  Minister 
Crear  called  a  meeting  to  go  Into  the 
whole  question,  presumably  first  with 
a  view  to  organizing  white  labor,  and 
going  Into  ways  and  means  to  see  If 
this  can  be  made  sufficient!  Also 
presumably  if  white  labor  cannot  be 
found  aufflclently  for  the  work  not 
only  of  keeping  present  acreage  under 
cultivation,  but  to  greatly  increase 
same  if  we  are  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  Allies  In  Europe,  then 
the  matter  of  other  labor  would  be 
discussed  and  rightly  so. 

Then  why  that  question?  Does 
Minister  Oliver  mean  that  If  the 
meeting  should  desire  to  dlscum  the 
Importation  of  Asiatic  labor  then  he 
would  not  be  a  party  to  U.  rather  lose 
the  war  or  see  the  people  sUrve  than 
throw  his  prejudices,  however  un- 
reasonable overboard,  even  tempor- 
arily to  meet  an  urgent  more  than 
national    necessity? 

I    am    aware    of   some    of    the    reaa- 
sonable    objections    to    the    Indiscrim- 
inate ImporUtion  of  Asiatic  labor   but 
I    cannot    see    that    there    In   anything 
which    Is    beyond    practical    solution. 
Perhaps  someone  more  informed   will 
put    In    detailed    concrete    form    Just 
what  are   the   perils   which    has   made 
the    mere    possibility      of      discussion 
such  a  nightmare  to  a  minister  of  the 
crown.      I   presume  that  at  this  stage 
of    world    affairs   when    we   are   fight- 
ing  a    war   of   existence,    and    for    the 
principle  that   might  is   not   right  and 
that  all  nations  and  peoplca  are  equal 
and  entitled   to  Just  and   equal   treat-

But  at  the  door  of  China  is  a 
country  which  Ih  fast  becoming  a 
paraniount  manufacturing  one  In  the 
Far  East  through  having  compara- 
tively cheap  labor.  Tt  \a  said  that  the 
Twentieth  Century  belongs  to  the  Pa- 
ri  r>  ^'  '^*  countries  washed  by 
tne  Pacific  everyone  excepting  South 
America  is  anti-Asiatic.  China  can- 
not fight  for  her  rights  of  common 
recognition  as  other  Asiatic  countries 
have  won  by  the  sword,  but  we  are 
supposed  to  be  today  fighting  for 
the  principle  of  human  Justice,  with- 
out the  sword.  Chinese  merchants 
however  have  a  potential  weapon 
which  Is  very  seldom  used,  but  when 
used  has  been  very  effective,  the 
weapon  of  boycott  In  trade.  Canada 
has  many  of  the  raw  materials  which 
can  be  manufactured  Into 
wanted  by  China,  the 
lacking  Is  cheap  labor. 

Are  we  always  to  be  held  back? 
Are  our  ministers  of  the  crown  al- 
ways to  hide  behind  these  prejudices 
In  order  to  avoid  showing  that  they 
are  barren  of  constructive  statesman- 
ship. 

How  are  we  to  settle  returned  sol- 
diers on  the  land,  if  some  have  one 
arm  and  others  one  leg,  and  when  it 
takes  an  able  bodied  man  a  lifetime 
to  bring  160  acree  under  the  "plough? 
How  are  these  soldiers  to  make  the 
land  pay  without  cheap  labor,  so  that 
the  soldier  owners  can  use  their 
brains  to  direct  operations  rather 
than  do  It  themselves? 

We   need    ships,    ships      and      again 
ships.      We   have  the   lumber,   we  can 
get   the    metals   from   across    the   bor- 
der,   but    we    have    not    the    labor    to 
build  more.     What  Is  the  harm  If  we 
Import   1,000   experienced   In   building 
wooden   ships   from    Hong   Kong,   place 
white    foremen    over     them,    for     they 
cannot   work    without   whits  foremen, 
place  them  on  an  Island,  and  let  them 
go  at  It.      Every  ship  that  is  built  Is 
one  ship   gained,   and   so,  much   more 
lumber    used,    providing   steady    work 
for  white   lumbermen   and   those   who 
provide  the  meUl  parts.     If  the  3.000 
Chinese    in    Victoria    had    their    wives 
and    families   here   the   shoe   and    dry 
goods    trade    would    have    that    much 
more   business.    Instead    of   money  go- 
ing   out    of    the    country    to    support 
these    families    abroad. 

How  Is  the  Imperial  national  debt 
to  he  paid  off  within  reasonable  time 
unless  we  produce  to  the  utmost  of 
our  capacity  after  the  war?  Mr. 
Editor  the  lime  has  come  for  ua  to 
get  together  .ind  try  to  find  a  solu- 
tion for  our  needs.  Personally  I  do 
not  see  why  It  should  not  be  possible 
to  devise  a  scheme  whereby  the  fun- 
damental principles  should  be  safe- 
guarded and  yet  give  us  cheap  labor, 
and  without  injuring  white  labor,  and 
If  called  for  1  will  try  my  prentice 
hand  at  sugRestIng  a  scheme  for 
practical  discussion,  with  a  view 
arriving  at  a  solution. 

The  time  is  at  hand,  must  we  al- 
ways suffer  under  the  old  cry  "Too 
late."  which  has  cost  us  In  life  and* 
treasure  untold  amounts.  Must  we 
actually  starve  before  we  would  act. 
or   throw   over   our   prejudices?

The  Half  Holiday  Act 

S*"". — Any  re-draft  of  this  act  that 
falls  to  consider  the  bearing  it  has 
on  negotiable  exchange  and  the  eco- 
nomic condition  of  the  time,  will  con- 
tinue it  contentious. 

The  statutory  standing  of  notes  and 
bills  dated  on  holiday  dales,  is  a 
prime  factor  for  conslderat.on,  pro- 
ceeds of  illegal  business  cannot  be 
legal,  therefore  If  It  Is  Illegal  to  do 
business  on  Saturday  afternoon,  all 
notes  or  bills  dated  on  that  day 
would  be  Illegal  and  have  no  standing 
at  law.  To  argue  that  the  note  or 
bill  was  made  in  the  morning,  would 
place  a  large  burden  of  proof  on  th*^ 
holder  of  such  securities,  nnd  prob- 
ably would  not  be  of  material  value 
to  his  case  since  our  calendar  does 
not  provide  for  a  division  of  the 
days. 

It  Is  safe  to  say  that  the  lengch  to 
which  an  act  of  this  nature  reaches 
has  not  been  accurately  measured. 

The  half  holiday  Is  quite  all  rufht 
provided  it  can  accrue  to  those  who 
desire  It.  without  reflecting  a  burden 
on  others  and  adding  to  the  already 
dangerous  tilt  of  our  economic  bal- 
ance. 

Perhaps  fixing  the  employees'  num- 
ber of  hours'  work  per  week  would 
eliminate  all  douht  and  discord  and 
be   better   constitutional   practice.

Inoonalstcncy  of  Labor 

Sir, — Would    yon    allow    me    a    little 
space  in  your  paper,  to  point  out  that, 
at    th')    beginning    of    the   shipbuilding 
prograrnme    for    the    Imperial    Govern- 
ment In  this  Province.  It  was  suggest- 
ed   that    the    workmen    might    work    10 
hours  per  day  to  l^anten  on  the  urgent- 
ly  needed   ships,  owing  to   the  loss  of 
tonnage    through    the   submarine    war- 
fare.       That     suggestion     was     turned 
down  by  the  labor  leaders,  who  want- 
ed only  an  8  hour  day — or  8  hour  shifts 
— as   being  long  enough   for  the   weary 
workers  to   work.     Now.   what   has  de- 
veloped   since    then    Is    evident    to    the 
most     casual     critic     of     the     present 
wooden    hull     building     experiment    In 
the    various   yards    of   B.    C.    and   dis- 
closed In  the  offer  of  the  ship  caulkers 
of   Lyall's    yard.    .Vorth    Vancouver,    to 
work  a  double  shift  of  16  hours  for  the 
princely   salary   of  »21    per  day.      Now. 
on  the  face  of  this  offer  of  the  gallant 
caulkers — It    must    be    »ome    easy    Job. 
putting  in  oakum,  when   the.v  are  wil- 
ling by  offer  to  keep  on  the  Job  for  a 
double    shift    of    16    hours— o>    course, 
double    time    demanded    for    the    extra' 
8  hours  they  hang  on  the  Job  (driving 
In   oakum    durthg    these   dark    da.vs    of 
the  nation's  need  of  ships).     It  Is  ex- 
pensive  enough   to    the   country    at    17 
a  shift,   but  the  Idea  ^f  paying  double 
time  Is  downright  extortion  and  profit, 
eerlng   at    the    nation's    expense,    wherv 
the  best  men  of-the  country  are  sacri- 
ficing  their    lives    away    on    the    flelds 
of    Flanders    or    France,    for    a    small 
wage  to  protect  all  of  us  shipbuilders 
at  home   from   the  enemy.     When   will 
men  be  reasonable  and  honest  In  their 
demands?      My    advice    to    my    fellow- 
tradesmen    Is.    let    well    enough    alone, 
and   speed    up  on    the   Job.   or   else   the 
'shipbuilding   boom    may    soon    collapse 
— a   wind   np  In   B.   C. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  add  that  T  have 
Just    recently  returned    from   a   trip   to 
Japan.     As  a  working  man,  I  tell  you. 
l>oys.   we'd   better  get  a   move  one.   for 
these  Japanese  shipbuilders  are  going 
a  pace  over  there.    While  we  are  work- 
ing like  amateurs   at  wooden   hulls,  they 
are    turning     out     leviathans,    as    our 
local    newspapers    tell     us    plainly.       I 
quite   admit    that    there   are   some   efTl- 
clent    men    who    are    worth    $7    a    day. 
but   not  all.  by  a   long,   long   way,   and 
It   is  only  the  emergency  of  this   war's 
distressing  time   that   sees   this   Indus- 
try In  Victoria  at  all.  for  It  cannot  he 
a    very    profitable    venture    to    the    Im- 
perial   Government     from     a     business 
point  of  view.     In  the  future  the  trade 
lal>el    on    the    new    ships    for    the    Old 
Country  may  soon  be  "Built  In  Japan."

Bfcfore  the  Prlncf^m  Royal  arrived 
with  m.  larse  company  of  coal  mlnara 
from  Btaffordahlre  brought  out  undar 
contract  by*'thc  Hudaon'a  Bay  Com- 
pany la  If 54;  l^efore  the  af rival  of 
the  baraoe  Tory  in  1881,  or  the  vlalt 
of  Captain  Vancouver  In  \1%l;  before 
even  the  earllenl  Hudson's  Bay  ilam- 
pany*!  poet  wai  <4tabll«hed  on  the 
<-oa8t.  thnse  Tndlan  tribfia  had  their 
village  on  the  preeenl  aite  of  Nanai- 
mo  and  called  the  settlement  by  that 
name,  which  meant  "the  whale."  or 
"a  big,  atrong  tribe." 

The  Indians   were  laiy,   there   being 
plenty  of  fish  and  game,  so  they  got 
few  pelts,  and  even  the  Hudaon's  Bay 
Company    traders    were    not   attracted 
to    the    spot    where    the    dense    woods 
rame  right   to   the   ahore  and   the  soil 
\  aeemod    gravelly    and    unfertile.      Bat 
•  n  the  8unnmer  of'  18S1  an  Indian  chief 
discovered    ooal    when    digging    clams 
on    the' beach,   and    his   taking  a   bas> 
ketful    to   Victoria  led   to   the  opening 
up   of    the  Country    by    white   men  as 
a  coal  mining  oamp.     In  1853  the  Hud- 
son's     Bay     Company's     fort,     which 
Mtands   to  this  day,   was  erected.  They 
♦furveyed    the    harbor    and    the    settle- 
ment   was     celled     Colvilletown     and 
marked    no    on    the    maps    till    the   In- 
dian name  gradually  gained  favor  and 
was  generally  adopted   In   1860. 
Nanalmo  was  Incorporated  as  a  city 
]  In    1874,     which    makes    it    the    third 
j  oldest  In   the   Province.     It  waa  flour- 
[  lahlng      before    Vancouver    was     ever 
\  thought  of  as  a  possible  future  town- 
i  alte,  and   for  this   reason   differs  from 
I  most   Western  cities  In   that  It  is   not 
j  Riarlngly    new.   as    they   are.     In   fact, 
;  It  has  many  qua.lnt  aspects  which  en- 
I  hance   its   attractiveness   and   make   It 
refreshingly    old-fashioned.      The   city 
la  bullt^  on.  ground   that  slopes  gradu- 
I  ally  Jmrn    the    water's    edge    until    It 
reaches    its    highest    altitude    on    Hos- 
pital   Hill,  from   which   point   you  can  I 
see    one    of    the    most    beautifully    sit- 
uated'cities  on  the  Pacific   Coast.     In 
the  background  Mount  Benson,  fringed 
with    stately    pines,    rears     its     peaks 
high    above    the    surrounding    country 
and    looks    down    on    the    fast-growing 
city.       Her     harbor,     while     affording 
easily  navlernted  entrance  channels,  la 
»omplet«ly    landlocked    by   a   chain    of 
picturesque     Islands   and     Isleta    that 
yield    ample    protection    from    storms 
and  at  the  same  time  offers  a  most 
pleasant  variety   to  the  prospect,  and. 
being    so    neiir.    prove    excellent    nat- 
ural parka,  where  many  citizens  camp 
In    the    Summer    and     go     back     and 
forth    to    business    as    easily    as    when 
they   are   In    their   homes   In    the  city. 
Nanalmo    h.is    been    long   known    all 
over  the  Dominion  of  Panada  as "The' 
Coal    City."    because    the    largest   '•oal' 
mines    on    the   Pacinc   Coast   are   situ- 
ated   there,    and    because    her    export 
of    coal    has    been    the    greatest,    and 
yet  the  residents  scarcely  realise  that 
coal   mines  are  near,   because  there  is 
no.  coal    dust,    no    unsightly    "works." 
distasteful    features    or    unsightly    re- 
minders  of   them. 

However,  the  rlpld  growth  of  the 
fishing,  lumber  and  agricultural  In- 
dustrteg  In  this  locality  and  the  many 
,  recent  railway  extensions  which  will 
open  uy  imsettlod  portions  of  the  Isl- 
and, have  reached  a  proportion  which 
makes  It  necessary  to  cnaracterixe  the 
city  by  another  name;  and  the  one 
which  seems  most  appropriate  Is  "The 
Hub."  It  Is  the  most  centrally  lo- 
cated city  on  the  Island,  the  nearest 
point  to  Vancouver.  38  miles  across 
the  Strait,  and  only  73  miles  from  Vic- 
toria, and  enjoys  the  same  terminal 
freight   mtCB  a«   these    two  cities. 

GspacbUly  Is  Nanalmo  adapted  for 
pi  nuinufactturlng  centre  because  of 
this  position,  the  abundanoa  and 
ohMipneaa  of  fuel,  both  coal  and  wood, 
abundance  of  water  frontage,  many 
raw  materials  obtainable  close  at 
band,  and  the  excellent  facilities  inr 
receiving  from  all  directions  Imported 
raw  material  and  distributing  in  all 
directions   Xhp  finished   goods.  . 

Not  once  during  the  past  twenty 
years  has  the  dally  trip  between  Na- 
nalmo and  Vancouver  been  interrupt- 
ed by  bad  weather,  and  the  travel  on 
the  C.  P.  R.  ferry  steamers  which 
ply  between  these  <polnU  Is  so  safe 
that  no,  accident  has  ever  occurred. 
These  boats  also  carry  freight  and  ex- 
preas.  There  are  two  C.P.R.  passenger 
trains  each  way  from  Victoria;  trains 
west  to  Cameron  Lake  and  a  line  to 
Albaml.  a  port  on  the  West  Coast  of 


the  IsUnd  which  will  coiMtltuU  an- 
other more  direct  route  tlMB  any  now 
•zlatlng  to  seaports  on  tbo  PaclOc 
Coast  and  to  the  Orient.  The  C-P.R. 
ore  atlU  hMmy  clearing  new  roadboda 
and  In  the  near  futoro  tiralna  will  b« 
running  from  one  end  of  the  lalaad 
tb   the  other. 

There  are  among  Nanalmo  Indus- 
tries, In  addition  to  the  coal  nUnea, 
herring  Oahlng,  ghlpplac;  himberlng. 
and  many  others,  bottUng  works, 
foundry,  ateam  laundiry,  brewery, 
creamery,  haniMa  woras  and  ma- 
chlno  shopc 

In  addition  to  theae  Iron  and  steel 
products  could  be  prollUbly  manu- 
factured, a«  ore  for  their  production 
could  be  obtained  ctoae  at  hand.  A 
smelter  would  flourish.  FUmtiure 
and  wood  products  could  be  made  at 
a  low  coat.  A  tannery,  fruit  can- 
nery, woollen  mills  And  shipbuilding 
yards  would  find  ready  materials 
and  marketo  here,  and  the  city  It- 
self, whose  business  estabUsbmsnts 
as  a  class  are  of  unusual  excellonce. 
would  nevertheless  be  gUd  to  wel- 
come new  comers  who  would  deal 
In  many  paying  reUlI  and  wholesale 
lines. 

As  a  place  In  which  to  retire  it  is 
Ideal — climate,  social  and  commercial 
advantages — and  its  closeneas  to  the 
two  big  cities  of  the  Province,  as 
well  as  the  innumerable  delights  pos- 
slble  in  the  way  of  sports  and  out- 
door amusements,  all  make  it  above 
the  average  small  city. 

The  principal  Industry  of  Nanalmo 
and  district  la  ooal  mining,  the  Urg- 
•st  mines  being  operated  In  the  vicin- 
ity by  the  Western  Fuel  Company, 
the  moat  extensive,  not     only  In  the 
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many     thousands     of     dollars.     This 
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of  the  largest  buUdings  in  the  city. 
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They  have  a  lumber  yard  on  New- 
oastle  Townsite.  and  also  operate  a 
shingle  plant  at  L.adysmlth.  The 
output  of  the  mill  aa  Eaat  Welling- 
ton la  40.000  per  day  of  ten  hours, 
the  shingle  mill  having  a  capacity 
of  100,000  ahlngles  per  day.  These 
mills  run  all  the  year  around  and 
supply  most  of  the  local  aa  well  aa 
a  very  large  export  trade. 

Herring  are  caught  on  almost  every 
part  of  the  British  Columbia  coast. 
Those  In  the  most  southerly  areas, 
while     Incredibly      plentiful,    are      of

Province,  but  in  the  enUrs  Western 
section  of  the  American  continent, 
extending  for  miles  and  miles  under 
sea,  a  vast  labyrinth  of  subtsrran- 
ean  passages.  The  present  outlook 
for  the  ooal  trade  was  never  brighter. 
Work  Is  being  rushed  day  and  night, 
the  company  turning  out  vast  quan- 
tities of  the  best  coal  obUlnablo  In 
the  whole  of  the  Pactilc  Coast. 

No.  1  shaft,  Western  Pusl  Com- 
pany, and  the  Protection  Island  mine 
may  be  properly  regarded  as  one 
mine,  since  underground  they  are 
connected  In  many  plaoee.  The  un- 
derground worklnga  of  No.  1  mine 
are  very  extensive,  extending  from 
fac^  to  face  for  fully  ««ven  miles. 
There  are  two  seama  of  coal  being 
worked,  the  upper  and  lower  seams; 
the  lower  seam  la  about  60  feet  be- 
low the  upper,  being  separated  there- 
from by  a  hard  conglomerate  rock. 
The  coal  In  the  lower  seam  varies 
from  80  to  40  Inches  In  thickness,  is 
of  excellent  quality,  very  hard,  and 
stands   handling   well. 

The  coal  mining  Industry  has  been 
active  in  Nanalmo  alnoe  the  early 
date  of  18S5  and  is  still  going  strong 
aa  ever,  and  there  Is  no  end  In  sight. 
The  timber  wealth  of  British  Co- 
lumbia la  one  of  its  greateat  assets, 
the  revenue  derived  therefrom  form- 
Ing  the  greatest  part  of  the  receipts 
of    the    Provlneial    Government. 

Lumbering  is  the  aecond  most  im- 
portant induatry  of  the  city  of  Na- 
nalmo. Kvery  year  the  aawmllla  of 
British  Columbia  turn  out  lumber 
enough  to  fill  60.000  standard  freight 
c*" — as  many  freight  cars  as  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  owns.  If 
these  cars  were  made  up  In  one  con- 
tlnuoior  train  the  hauling  locomotive 
would  be  pulling  out  of  Revelstoke 
when  the  caboose  was  leaving  Van- 
couver, stretching  out  880  miles. 

The  revenue  of  the  lumbering  in- 
dustry In  Nanalmo  Is  between  forty 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars  a  month. 
The  aawmllla  of  Nanalmo  and  dis- 
trict are  controlled  by  the  Ladysmlth 
Lumber  Company,  Mr.  John  W.  Co- 
burn,  president,  with  head  offlces  In 
Nanalmo.  The  company  erected  a 
mill  In  the  vicinity  of  East  Welling- 
ton  some  years  ago,  where  rough  and 
drened      lumber      Is      manufactured. 
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smaller  slse  than  the  less  abundant 
schools  of  the  north,  where  the  her- 
ring reach  a  size  almost  equalling 
the  large  Labrador  herring.  The 
principal  centre  of  the  Industry  is 
Nanaiqio.  The  Industry  was  started 
here  by  James  Brown  In  1898,  who 
during  that  season  caught  100  tons 
of  fish,  these  being  cured  in  the  form 
of  bloaters  and  kippers,  his  market 
being  Victoria.  Vancouver  and  Seat- 
tle. During  last  season  there  were 
many  firms  engaged  in  the  herring 
fishing  in  the  waters  of  Nanalmo 
harbor  and  Departure  Bay.  the  total 
catch  being  In  the  neighborhood  of 
86,000  tons  and  the  amount  of  capi- 
tal invested  in  the  Industry  being  es- 
timated at  $500,000.  In  the  work  of 
Ashing,  packing,  etc.,  during  the 
busiest  part  of  the  season  many  men 
are  employed,  including  whites'  and 
Japanese,  the  latter  being  the  greater 
number  In  whose  hands  the  Indus- 
try In  centred  and  practically  con- 
trolled. 

In  addition  to  the  herring  fisher- 
ies, salmon,  cod.  craba  and  clams 
are  quite  plentiful,  salmon  trolling 
being -a  popular  sport  of  Nanalmo 
residents.  The  quality  and  flavor  of 
olama  canned  by  the  Nanalmo  Can- 
ning Company  are   unsurpassed. 

Sure  and  steady  markets  are  near 
at  hand;  demandH  for  all  kinds  of  : 
farm  produce  greatly  exceed  the  1 
local  aupply,  and  are  dally  Increasing. 
Daily  train  and  boat  service  tc  the  i 
two  big  cities.  Victoria  and  Van- 
couver, insure  producers  against 
lose  from  much  handling  and  de- 
terioration by  long  transporUtion  of 
products  before  they  reach  the  con- 
sumer, and  consequently  agrlcultvre 
In  all  its  branches,  especially  inten- 
sive fruit  and  vegetable  farming  and 
poultry  raising.  Is  most  profitable  in 
the  country  surroundlt^  Nanalmo. 
The  rainfall  here  la  much  less  than 
that  of  the  Coast  Mainland.  More 
heat  and  sunlight  are  at  work  here 
to  ripen  growing  things  and  Injury 
from  excessive  moisture  ne<5d  not  be 
feared 

tage  In  poultry  raising.  Llttlj  frost, 
slight  snowfall,  no  hail  and  very  lit- 
tle wind  all  leaecn  the  danger  to  deli- 
cate crops  by  inclement  climatic  con- 
ditions. Insert  and  animal  pests  are 
fewer  and  leas  formidable  than  In 
other  parts  of   British   Columbia. 

All  classes  of  soil  are  to  be  found 
near  Nanalmo.  That  of  the  upland 
is  a  light  gravelly  loam  and  of  the 
bottom-land  a  black  loam  with  clav 
subsoU.  The  MPland.  when  cleared 
from  stones  and  thoroughly  cultivat- 
ed, is  preferable  to  the  bottom  land. 
Seventy-live  per  cent  of  the  land  Is 
sulUble  for  farming,  and  sheep  could 
be  raised  at  a  prortt  on  the  rest  of 
the  25  per  eent.     The  original  growth 


having  been  evergreen  trees,  makes 
fertilizing  n'ecessary  where  the  best 
resulta  are  desired,  and  though  the 
work  of  clearing  takes  both  time  and 
money  the  results,  when  once  the 
crops  can  be  raised,  fully  outweigh 
all  preliminary  dlflflcultles.  With 
proper  rotation  and  fertilizing,  good 
crops  are  Insured  year  after  year, 
because  the  soil  and  climate  are  to 
be  depended  upon. 

Pigs,  bees  and  sheep  are  all  under 
produced  at  present  and  could  be 
handled  profitably.  The  land  is  too 
valuable  to  warrant  cattle  raising  ex- 
cept ■  for  dairy  products.  Poultry 
could  be  six  timea  aa  heavily  raised 
aa  at  present  and  yet  not  fill  the  city 
markets  demands.  Potatoes  are  a 
profitable  crop. 

Vegetables  and  small  fruits  grow 
I  to  an  unusual  size  and  in  great 
abundance,  and  In  color,  texture  and 
shape  are  almost  perfect.  Of  straw- 
berries this  Is  particularly  true. 
Cherries,  plums,  pears  and  apples 
thrive.  Apples  have  not  been  grown 
'  extensively,  but  have  given  good  re- 
sults. 

All  types  of  explosive  compounds 
are  made  in  large  quantities  at  the 
works  of  the  Canadian  Explosives  at 
Departure  Bay  and  the  Giant  Pow- 
der Company  at  Nanoose  Bay.  The 
latter  being  destroyed  by  an  explo- 
sion a  short  time  ago  has  ceased  op- 
eraUons  until  repairs  are  made.  Both 
plants  employ  a  large  number  of  men 
and  girls;  the  majority  are  skilled  in 
handling  the  various  grades.  Be- 
ing allied  with  the  most  Important 
high  explosive  factories  of  the  world, 
the  companies  are  .kept  In  touch 
with  the  latest  discoveries  in  the 
sphere  of  the  explosive  industry. 

Of  all  the  harbors  of  the  Pacific 
Coast  there  are  a  few  better  or  mors 
beautiful  than  that  of  Nanalmo. 
shipping  lying  In  the  harbor  being 
protected  from  any  storm  that  may 
sweep  the  coast  by  the  excellent  shel- 
ter of  Protection.  Newcastle  and 
Gabrlola  Islands. 

As  a  shipping  port  Nanalmo  ranks 
second  among  the  ports  of  Canada, 
being  exceeded  by  Halifax.  Many  of 
the  steamers  of  the  Kosmos  Line,  the 
Paint  Line  and  other  around  the 
world  freighters,  bunker  at  this  port, 
which,  added  to  the  coastal  and  local 
trade,   bring  the  aggregate   up   to  an 


broad  highway  strstcbss  Its  leaitF 
throMsh  mllos  of  forest  akoondlnc 
with  game,  both  largo  and  small.  In- 
cluding grouse,  pheaaants.  quail  and 
waUr-fowl,  while  doer  are  plentiful, 
and  oik.  wolves  and  panthers  can  b« 
found  by  the  big  game  hunter.  All 
lakes  and  streams  blong  the  Un*  of 
tra\#l  abound  with  fish,  and  the  most 
ardsat  flshernMin  will  hare  And  s|tort 
to  his  heart's  desire  and  accommo- 
dation In  tho  way  of  hotols  and  Inns 
that  are  the  very  best.  In  the  im- 
medlats  vicinity  of  the  city  of  Na- 
nalmo Is  Mount  Benson,  3,344  feet 
in  height.  A  good  road  wends  Its 
way  from  the  city  in  a,  serpentine 
manner  to  the  very  summit  of  the 
mountain,  from  which  one  gets  a 
grand  panoraniio  view  of  the  sur- 
rounding country,  with  Nanalmo  u» 
centre. 

On  a  clear  day  North  Vancouver 
and  the  Fraser  River  mouth  ars 
plainly  seen,  while  Mount  Baker,  100 
miles  away,  la  vividly  distinct.  An- 
other wonderful  and  beautiful  natur- 
al attraction  is  the  famous  Malaui- 
plna  Gallery,  a  remarkable  nati.ral 
overhanging  gallery,  about  300  feet 
In  length  ^d  13  feet  high,  eltuated 
at  the  water's  edge  near  Malaaplna 
Point  on  the  western  shore  of  Gab- 
rlola and  opposite  the  harbor  of  Na- 
ualmo.  The  gallery  waa  discovered 
In  June.  1793.  by  the  Spanish  naval 
officers,  Gallano  and  Valdss,  wllo  an« 
chored  with  their  exploring  vessels. 
Sutll  and  Mexicans,  on  June  16. 

The  business  streets  of  Nanalmo 
are  well  lighted  with  arc  lights  and 
the  residential  streets  are  lighted 
with  both  arc  and  electric  lights, 
which  give  the  city  a  very  home-like 
appearance  to  the  vlaltor.  The  gas 
company  in  this  city  has  many  milss 
of  gaa  mains  and  supplies  a  large 
number  of  stores  and  houses.  Elec- 
tric lights  are  supplied  throughout 
the  busineoa  and  residential  districts. 
Tt}e  city  has  an  excellent  telephone 
system,  which  is  liberally  patronized. 
The  only  modern  convenience  that 
Nanalmo  lacks  is  a  street  car  sys- 
tem, and  this,  It  is  expected,  will  be 
an  accomplished  fact  at  the  end  of 
the  war.  Communication  with  the 
outaide  world  Is  through  the  C.P.R. 
Telegraph  Company's  wires  and  the 
B.   C.   Telephone  Company's  lines. 

Nanainno's  retail  stores  would  do 
credit  to  any  city.  The  stocks  are  large 
and  varied  and  of  the  best  quality, 
BO  that  no  citizen  need  send  abroad 
for  any  requirement  or  luxury  of  life. 
Commercial  Street  on  a  Saturday  or 
a  "Pay-Night"  presents  a  lively 
scene.  Well-dreased,  prosperous,  hap- 
py-looking crowds  of  people  throng 
the  sidewalks  and  the  gaily  decor- 
ated and  brilliantly  lighted  stores 
are  filled  with  eager  customers  buy- 
ing whatever  may  please  their  fancy. 
The  miners  of  Nanalmo  earn  high 
salaries  and  buy  the  best.  At  the 
same  time  they  must  not  be  taken 
for  spendthrifts,  for  there  are  few 
who  have  not  substantial  bank  ac- 
counts to  which  they  are  adding 
regularly  each  month.  A  case  of 
distress,  local  or  otherwise,  appeals 
to  them  distinctly,  and  they  give 
freely  and   liberally  to  every  charity.

Three  cases  of  typhoid  fever  oc- 
curred during  the  month  of  Septem- 
ber and  were  removed  to  the  Nanal- 
mo General  Hospiui  for  treatment, 
whore  all  of  them  made  good  recov- 
ery. The  source  of  the  Infection  In 
these  cases  I  was  unable  to  locate 
oven  after  a  very  thorough  investiga- 
tion. 

The  total  number  of  visits  of  all 
kinds  made  by  your  Medical  Health 
Ofllcer  was  407. 

In  connection  with  these  Infectious 
diseases  In  this  city  I  would  advise: 
Since  oi'er  76  per  cent  of  all  quar- 
antlnabls cases  occur  In  tho  South 
Ward,  below  Nichol  Stroet,  I  would 
ad\ise  that  all  surface  side  drains 
both  above  and  below  Hallburton 
Street  be  given  more  attention  than 
they  have  received  in  the  past,  as 
very  frequently  they  are  found  to  be 
choked  with  rubbish  and  slims  of 
all   sorts. 

I  visited  the  reservoirs  a  number 
of  times,  and  while  they  were  always 
clean  and  well  kept,  still  I  have 
never  seen  the  water  In  them  so  low 
as  it  was   laat  Fall. 

The  water  is  always  of  good  qual-  1 
Ity.  but  the  quantity  Is  absolutely  , 
Insufficient.  It  seems  to  me  that  I 
with  such  a  splendid  source  of  sup- 


ply  the  quantity  might  very  easily  ha 
doubled  or  more;  and  since  plenty  of 
good  water  is  absolutely  ossootlal,  Z 
would  earnestly  advlss  that  stops  ba 
taken  to  Increase  the  prssoat  stipplF 
from  the  south  fork. 

The  milk  supply  of  tho  city  tm 
about  as  satisfactory  as  It  can  ba 
under  the  present  system,  but  a  Con* 
tral  Milk  Depot,  where  the  milk  oaa 
be  treated  sclentillcalty  and  oaally 
and  quickly  delivered.  Is.  In  my  opla-
